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Ex-Chief Justice Warren Dies 


Washington (AP) - Earl Warren, who served 


for 16 years as chief justice of a United States 
Supreme Court that was in the vanguard of social 
change, died Tuesday night. He was 83. 


Warren, who retired from the court five years 


ago, died at Georgetown University Hospital. He 
had been hospitalized since July 2, suffering from 
congestive heart failure and coronary insufficiency. 


During Warren's service as chief justice, the 


Supreme Court issued a stream of momentous 
decisions that wrought major changes in American 
society and politics. Among them was the ruling 
that banned racial segregation in public schools. 


Warren was a bulky man, standing 6-feet 1- 


inch, who was by nature friendly and gregarious, an 
easy man to exchange chit-chat with at the capital 
parties he frequently attended. 


The Supreme Court decision which Warren 


described as the most far-reaching of his 16 years 
on the bench was the one-man one-vote ruling of 
1962. 


"Legislators represent people, not trees or 


acres," Warren wrote for the court in a decision 
which forced all 50 states to reapportion their 
legislative districts and in many cases their con- 
gressional districts to make them more equal in 
population. 


The court under Warren ruled also that all men 


accused of crime are entitled to the protection of 
the Bill of Rights. No longer, it said, could a poor 
or illiterate man be shuffled dumbly and often 
alone through a legal system he did not understand. 


Warren on occasion did lament that school 


desegregation did not proceed as rapidly as he had 
hoped following the decision he wrote in May 1954. 
Even admirers said this may have been at- 
tributable to the court's adopting the formula of 
"all deliberate speed" for desegregation. 


That decision and others under Warren 


changed the status of blacks more than any past 
Supreme Court had done. The court outlawed 
segregation in parks, libraries, airports and bus ter- 
minals. It approved all the major civil rights laws, 
and banned discrimination in housing sales and 
rentals. 


Another controversial decision was that which 


outlawed required reading of the Bible or 
prescribed prayers in the public schools. As was the 
case with other rulings by the Warren court, there 
have been perennial efforts in Congress to override 
that decision. In no major area has the effort 
succeeded. 


When Warren was 72 and already eligible for 


retirement at full salary, he was named by Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson to head the commission

assigned to investigate the assassination of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy on Nov. 22, 1963. 


Friends said he accepted out of a sense of 


public responsibility although he disapproved of 
outside assignments for members of the high court. 
While heading the long inquiry, he kept up his full 
load at the Supreme Court. 


His son, Earl Warren Jr., later said this was his 


father's most taxing period. 


What must have been another trying period for 


Warren was the year and 10 days between his 
resignation and his final decision day on the court. 


Warren submitted his resignation on June 13, 


1968; it was announced on June 26 by President 
Johnson, who named Justice Abe Fortas to be 
chief justice. 


The Fortas nomination ran into substantial op- 


position in the Senate, a filibuster developed, and 
Johnson withdrew the nomination of Fortas' 
request in October. He announced he would not 
submit a second nomination, and that Warren had 
agreed to stay on until his successor had qualified. 


President Nixon meanwhile chose Warren E. 


Burger of the local Court of Appeals to succeed 
Warren, with whom the President was'never 
friendly in their years in California Republican 
politics. 


Warren as a Californian was generally 


regarded as a liberal. "He's really a Democrat and 
doesn't know it," President Harry S. Truman said. 


The former chief justice was born in Los 


Angeles March 19, 1891. 


The young Warren attended public schools in 


Bakersfield and the University of California at 
Berkeley, where he obtained a bachelor's degree in 
1912 and a doctorate of jurisprudence in 1914. 


He served as an infantry first lieutenant in 


World War I, became deputy city attorney for 
Oakland in 1919. He became deputy district at- 
torney of Alameda County and, in 1925, district at- 
torney. 


The same year he married Nina Palmquist 


Meyers, a widow with a small son, James, whom 
Warren later adopted. Five children were born to 
them: Virginia, Earl Jr., Dorothy, Nina Elizabeth 
and Robert. 


In 1938 Warren was elected California attorney 


general, successfully bucking a Democratic 
landslide. From that office he went on to the gover- 
norship. 


In 1952 Warren had been instrumental in 


swinging the GOP presidential nomination to 
Eisenhower in the heated convention struggle with 
Robert A. Taft. It was the second time Warren had 
vainly sought the nomination himself. He did 
accept the vice presidential nomination in 1948 and 
went down to defeat with Thomas E. Dewey

Lincoln residents must voluntarily 


reduce their consumption of water and 
electricity during these hot, dry times, 
city officials and spokesmen for utilities 
companies said Tuesday. 


Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf asked 


residents to water their lawns only 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays. 


He estimated 60 million of the record 


87 million gallons of water consumed in 
Lincoln Monday were used for lawns. 


He said Lincoln consumes about 25 


million gallons of water daily during the 
winter, so anything above that must be at- 
tributed to summer time uses, such as 
lawn-watering. 


Fire Emergencies 


The continued use of water at this rate 


could affect the city's water pressure and 
its ability to meet fire emergencies, 
Schwartzkopf said. 


"We do not have an emergency, but we 


just can't go on at this rate," he said. 


He added: "If voluntary water conser- 


vation is not successful, more stringent 
controls may be necessary." 


City Public Utilities Director Lee 


Blocker said Tuesday's water consump- 
tion was more than 80 million gallons, 
though below Monday's record. 


Low water pressure in southeast Lin- 


coln Tuesday afternoon was caused by 


problems pumping water from a Vine 
Street pumping station to the southeast 
station at 84th and South Sts., Blocker 
said. 


Some residents reported no water at 


all. 


Blocker said the problem will continue 


until Lincoln residents attempt to con- 
serve water. A new water main planned 
for next year will help the area south of A 
St. and east of 56th, he said. 


The Nebraska Public Power District, 


supplier to the Lincoln Electric System, 
asked its customers to conserve electrici- 
ty, especially during peak consumption 
hours. 4-7 p.m. 


NPPD Deputy General Manager Don 


Schaufelberger in Columbus said the 
utility is operating at almost full capacity 
and any major mechanical failure could 
cause a shortage. 


NPPD is already buying power from 


some of the 33 members of a Midconti- 
nent Area Power Pool, (MAPP) 
Schaufelberger said, but the other 
members of the eight-state pool are in 
almost the same shape as NPPD. 


MAPP is an alliance of utilities districts 


which agree to try to supply other 
members with electricity when one is 
short. 


1 NPPD set a record for electrical con- 
sumption Monday totaling 1.53 million 
kilowatt hours, Schaufelberger said. 


Lincoln set a record Monday, its fourth 


for the year, at 317.22 kw hours, LES 
Public Information Coordinator Frank 
Grant said. LES expected to match or 
exceed that Tuesday, he said. 


Customers are asked to cut down on 


use of air conditioners, electrical 
appliances and lights, especially during 
the peak hours. 


Similar Statement 


The Omaha Public Power District 


issued a similar statement, as did all 
utilities districts in MAPP. 


If voluntary cutbacks do not reduce the 


electrical load, Schaufelberger said, 
NPPD would request customers reduce 
electrical use around the clock: 


Such a plea was issued last summer, he 


said, and "the people responded very 
well." 


Lincoln spent its 29th consecutive day 


without rain and 9th consecutive day of 
100-degree temperatures Tuesday. 


High Is 102 


Lincoln's 102 degree high Tuesday was 


the high for the state. Humidity was 24%. 


The only rain reported Tuesday in 


Nebraska was .2 inches in North Platte 
and .14 inches in Sidney. 


Rainfall to date this year is 11.38 in- 


ches, compared to the yearly normal at 
. this time of 15.02 inches. 


Fire and livestock danger warnings are 


in affect throughout the state. 


The weather bureau predicts hot and 


dry weather will continue through this 
week. 


NOAA Eyes Lightning Control 


Boulder, Colo. (UPI) — After two 


summers of research in discharging elec- 
trical fields beneath Colorado 
thunderstorms, scientists at the National 
Oceanic and-Atmospheric Administration 
now want to try to modify lightning itself. 


Dr. Heinz W. Kasemir, a physicist in 


charge of the lightning project for NOAA, 
said the experiment was not designed to 
suppress all lightning, but to learn 
whether seeding storm clouds with 
aluminum-coated nylon thread will have 


some effect on the most destructive 
aspects of nature's large electrical sparks. 


"We are interested in developing a way 


man can control lightning when it 
becomes severely damaging," he said. 
"We are aware that lightning adds 
nitrogen to the rain and consequently to 
the soil, and plays an important role in 
balancing the planet's electrical budget." 


This year's program will involve two 


aircraft to penetrate developing 
thunderstorm clouds. 


Israeli Sea Raid Prompts 
Aid Requests By Lebanon

Israel's seaborne raid on southern 


Lebanese ports has prompted a flurry of 
contacts with-several Arab capitals to 
speed up plans for postering Lebanon's 
defenses, official sources in Beirut said 
Tuesday. 


In Jerusalem, Information Minister 


Aharon Yariv said Israel will re-examine 
the Palestinian problem, but will con- 
tinue to wage a methodical war against 
Arab errorists. 


It was not immediately known whether 


Yariv's delcaration marked a softening of 
Israel's hard line on dealing with the 
Palestinians after 26 years of guerrilla 
warfare. 


The Israeli military command said 


Israel's northern border with Lebanon 
was on alert after the raid and a predawn 
rocket and gun duel. 


The command said Israelis opened ar- 


tillery fire across the frontier after Arab 
gunners fired several Katyusha rockets at 
Kerem Ben Zimra, a Jewish fanning 
settlement five miles south of the border 
and 22 miles inland from the seacoast 


Lebanese Defense Minister Nasri 


Maaiouf told newsmen that Beirut was 


"conducting bilateral contacts with Arab 
governments" to implement the Arab 
Defense Council's resolution on military 
assistance to Lebanon. 


"I hope these contacts and the im- 


plementation of the council's resolution 
will be completed within a month or 
two," Maaiouf said. 


"The solution for all problems is to set 


up a strong army equipped with effective 
weapons capable of repulsing the enemy 
... and we are serious about having such 
an army." 


The Arab League's Defense Council 


met in Cairo last week and adopted 
"secret resolutions" designed to help 
Lebanon improve its military defenses. 


Maaiouf did not say which Arab 


capitals were in contact with Beirut over 
implementing the council's resolution. 


Egypt offered to send warplanes to de- 


fend Lebanon, and Kuwait and other oil 
producing countries have also reportedly 
offered help. 


These offers drew threats from Israel 


where officials said that sending other 
Arab troops and arms into Lebanon 
would turn it into a battlefield.

Portuguese 
Premier Quits 


LISBON, Portugal (AP) - 


Premier Adelino da Palma 
Carlos and four other members 
of the new Portuguese govern- 
ment have resigned, the govern- 
ment announced Tuesday night. 


The resignations were the first 


in the 10-week-old center-left 
coalition government and came 
from members in the center. 


Palma Carlos, an independent, 


quit because the State Council, 
President Antonio de Spinola's 
highest advisory-body, refused to 
give him all the powers he 
requested, the government state- 
ment said. 


Spinola now eill have to name 


a new premier, but" it was not 
immediately clear if the rest of 
the cabinet that includes Com- 
munists and Socialists would be 
retained. A government 
spokesman said he thought the 
rest of the government .would re- 
main. 


Besides Palma Carlos, those 


resigning were Vice Premier 
Francisco sa Carneiro, Defense 
Minister Lt. Col. Mario Firmino 
Miguel, Economics Minister 
Vasco Vieira de Almeida and 
Justice Minister Joaquim Jorge 
Magalhaes Mota. 


The resignations came as 


Spinola had struggled to keep 
the coalition intact after 
reportedly suffering a rebuff on 
a plan to solidify his position as 
provisional president. 


The statement said Palma 


Carlos asked Spinola on July 5 
for wider authority, saying he 
could not conduct his office with 
"efficiency and dignity" without 
it. 


The State Council agreed to 


giving the premier wider 
powers, the statement said, eut 
Palma Carlos, a 69-year-old f 
rmer law school dean, did not 
consider the powers sufficient. 


The statement said the other 


ministers resigned because they 
agreed with him. 


Informed sources said a 


package proposal by Spinola was 
defeated in a vote in the State 
Council. 


The sources said Spinola was 


turned down principally by 
members of the Armed Forces 
Movement, the young officers' 
organization that brought him to 
power in the April 25 cup. - 


Spinola's package reportedly 


proposed a presidential election 
Oct. 31 with the winner to serve 
for six years, a referendum on 
continuing the present patched- 
together constitution and the 
-postponing of general elections 
for a constituent assembly from 
spring 1975 to 1976. 


Spinola would be the obvious 


presidential favorite and was 
said to want to rid himself of the 
constitutional situation of being 
a provisional president to serve 
until an assembly is elected. 


Informants said the vote in the 


21-member State Council was 15 
to 3 against Spinola with three 
abstentions. One of the absten- 
tions was presumed to have been 
made by Spinola. 


Since 14 members of the coun- 


cil are military men, the vote 
total indicated several members 
of the armed forces, perhaps as 
many as nine, voted against 
Spinola. 


IRA Militants Re/ecf 
British Political Plan 


Belfast (UPI) - The militant 


Provisional wing of the Irish 
Republican Army Tuesday 
rejected British plans for the 
political future 
of Northern 


Ireland and said it had no choice 
but to continue its five-year 
"war of armed resistance." 


It was the first official reaction 


by the^RA to the plan Northern 
Ireland Secretary Merlyn Rees 
presented to the British Parlia- 
ment five days earlier. 


The Provisional said the 


proposals left them "no option 
but to continue the war of armed 
resistance" until the British 
government made a commit- 
ment to withdraw its 16,000 
troops from Northern Ireland 
and grant amnesty to political 
prisoners. 


In London, Rees told Parlia- 


ment the government is begin- 
ning the gradual release of the 
627 political prisoners currently 
interned without trial in 


Northern Ireland. He said the 
first batch of seven would be 
released Tuesday. 


He said this also would make 


it possible for Britain to cut back 
troops now stationed in the 
province. 


Rees' government white paper 


proposed a constitutional con- 
vention at 78 delegates to be 
elected within a year on the 
basis of proportional representa- 
tion of Northern Ireland's 
Protestant majority and one- 
third minority Roman Catholics 
to map the province's political 
future. 
...: "The proposals contain 
nothing which would bring an 
end to the struggle between 
British and republican forces, 
and little success can be en- 
visaged from the proposed con- 
stitutional convention due to the 
artificial basis of the whole 
scheme," the Provisionals said 
in a statement.

Arms So/os Double 


Washington - The United State 


sold more than 98.5 billion in arms in 
the fiscal year 1973-74, almost double 
the sales of 1972-73, according to of- 
ficial Pentagon estimates. This surge, 
many officials admit, has been at least 
as much to pile up balance-of-payment 
dollars as to meet defense and 
diplomatic requirements. The bulk of 
the sales have been to the Middle 
East-Persian Gulf area. 


Dutch Cut Army 


London — A Netherlands announce- 


ment of a cut of 20,000 men in its 
armed forces drew a swift rebuke 
from the North Atlantic Council. It 
warned this would seriously weaken 
NATO defenses. Senior NATO of- 
ficials said the Netherlands action 
would increase pressure for similar 
reductions in United States com- 
mitments in Europe and would set an 
example for defense cuts in Britain, 
Italy and elsewhere. 


French-German Talks End 


Bonn — President Valery Giscard' 


d'Estaing of France and Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt ended two days' talks 
in Bonn with the pledge that both 
would push for a deeper union of the 
Common Market by 1980. They 
stressed that they sought no Bonn- 
Paris axis. He said it was "historic" 
that the two countries have no major 
points of conflict today. 


Unions Protest Taxes 


Rome — Italy's three major trade 


union groups began their campaign 
against austerity taxes announced on 
Saturday with four-hour strikes and 
protest rallies in the northwest, 
Tuscany and Sicily. Similar actions are 
mapped for all parts of Italy in the 
next few days. Spokesmen are deman- 
ding equal sacrifice by rich Italians. 
Nixon Move Unknown 


Washington — President Nixon's 


chief defense lawyer, James D. St. 
Clair, told reporters that he did not 
know whether the President would 
obey a Supreme Court order to turn 
over subpoenaed White. House tapes. 
Making it clear that the option of 


defying the court was still open, he 
said the President's explanation, if 
that action should be taken, would be 
"the public interest." To comply with 
the subpoena, he said, perhaps two 
months would be required for 
processing the tapes. 


Nixon Eyes Inflation 


Washington — President Nixon will 


meet Wednesday with a group of 
leading businessmen and economists 
on ways to curb inflation. Kenneth 
Rush, his counselor for economic 
policy, said it would be the start of an 
effort at "national dialogue" on the 
subject and that he hoped that labor 
leaders would be invited to later 
meetings. 


Air Fares May Rise 


New York — International airlines 


tentatively agreed to increase fares 
between the United States and Europe 
by another 7 to 10% on Nov. 1. This 
would be in addition to four other in- 
creases either introduced or decided 
on earlier this year.

Lon Nol Seeks Peace With Insurgents 


Washington (UPI) — The 


government Tuesday established 
a nationwide toll-free hotline on 
which the estimated one million 
American children who run 
away from home each year will 
be able to pass messages on to 
their parents without revealing 
where they have gone. 


Health, Education and 


Welfare Secretary Casper W. 
Weinberger said the hotline will 
begin operating Aug. 12 under 
the control of Metro-Help, a 
Chicago-based runaway clearing 
house which is currently 
handling 2,000 calls a month un- 
der a program of its own. The 
Chicago group was awarded 
$100,000 grant to carry out the 
nationwide program on an 
experimental basis for eight 
months to determine if it should 
be made permanent. 


The nationwide toll-free 


number will be 800-621-4000. 


Once it is in operation a 


runaway could call from 
anywhere in the country and ask 
that a message be relayed to his 
or her family without disclosing 
his or her location. 


Weinberger, referring to the 


homosexual torture murders in 
Texas last year, told a news con- 
ference it was the "horrors of 
the Houston case" that brought 
attention to the runaway 
problem. The victims in the 
Texas slayings were believed to 
have been runaways until their 
bodies were discovered. 


Weinberger said experts es- 


timate that the number of young 
people who run away from home 
each year may total more than 
one million. 


Phnom Penh, Cambodia (AP) 


— President Lon Nol of Cam- 
bodia extended an uncon- 
ditional handshake to the Khmer 
Rouge insurgents 
Tuesday, 


suggesting peace negotiations 
"without prior conditions." 


But political sources said the 


government had made no con- 
tact with the rebels before 
making the offer, and few in. 
Phnom Penh believed the in- 
surgents would accept the 
handshake — at least not right 
away. 


Twenty miles north of Phnom 


Penh, government troops 
moving from two directions 
recaptured the 17th century 
royal capital. of Oudong, en- 
countering only scattered 
resistance from withdrawing 
rebel troops. 


To the Cambodian govern- 


ment and its American sup- 
porters, ..Oudong's recapture 
symbolizes the growing op- 
timism which led to Tuesday's 
unconditional offer for peace 
talks. That move followed two 


weeks of negotiations between 
U.S. Ambassador John Gunther 
Dean and Cambodian leaders. 


Lon Nol said he hoped the 


proposed peace negotiations 
with the rebels would lead to a 
cease-fire, withdrawal of all 
foreign troops, national unity 
and reconciliation. 


The offer to start negotiating 


an end to Cambodia's four years 
of war drops the preconditions 
of last July's government 
proposal, which called for the 
withdrawal of all foreign troops 


and a cease-fire prior to peace 
talks with insurgents. The 
foreign troop withdrawal was a 
reference to Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese in the coun- 
try. 


In a 10-minute speech, the 


president maintained that the 
Khmer Rouge goal is still "to 
win a military victory. There 
remains no possibility for them 
to win in the political domain 
because they have so deeply 
alienated themselves from the 
Khmer people in the regions 
they occupy."

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Nixon Advised Aides 
To Do 'Stonewall' Act 


Washington (AP) - As the Senate Watergate 


hearings were gearing up last year, new tape 
transcripts show, an adamant President Nixon said 
that his aides all should "stonewall it, let them 
plead the Fifth Amendment, cover-up or anything 
else 
" 


The Nixon order was disclosed for the first 


time Tuesday as the House Judiciary Committee 
issued its version of eight of the presidential con- 
versations made public in April by the White 
House. 


The House transcripts restored the "expletive 


deleteds" and many of the inaudible portions of the 
conversations left blank in the presidential version 
— and included a lengthy discussion that had not 
been covered at all. 


White House Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 


accused the committee of a "hypoed public 
relations campaign," saying the congressmen had 
"chosen a public relations route... focusing atten- 
tion only on one section of the tapes." 


Ziegler said the committee should release "the 


full body of evidence altogether, all at once and not 
in piecemeal fashion." 


In the newly included conversation, March 22, 


1973, Nixon was discussing the forthcoming Ervin 
committee hearings with counsel John W. Dean HI 
and former Arty. Gen. John N. Mitchell. 


They were talking about a "scenario" in which 


Nixon would offer the committee a report by Dean 
on Watergate and would urge Sen. Sam J. Ervin 
Jr., to conduct his investigation in closed session. 


Nixon said Ervin could be told, "this is 


everything we know, Mr. Senator... This is 
everything we know; I know nothing more ... if 
-you need any further information, my, our counsel, 
will furnish it." 


The President said he did not want his staff 


hurt in the Watergate matter, the way Sherman 
Adams, a top presidential aide, was treated in an 
Eisenhower administration scandal. 


"I think he made a, made a mistake, but he 


shouldn't have been sacked," the President said of 
Adams' firing. "I don't give a shit what happens. I 
want you all to stonewall it, let them plead the 
Fifth Amendment, cover-up or anything else, if it'll 
save it — save the plan." 


The President then said he would prefer to do 


it "the other way" — an apparent allusion to his 
preference that the Senate committee accept the 
Dean report as the full White House accounting on 
Watergate. 


"With the number of jackass people that 


they've got that they can call... the story they get 
out through leaks, charges and so forth and innuen- 
dos, will be a hell of a lot worse than the story 
they're going to get out by just letting it out there," 
Nixon added. 


Ervin commented Tuesday that the stonewall 


advice reflects how the President planned to deal 
with the committee. 


"The plan was to pretend in public to 


cooperate," he said, "but at the same time to do 
everything possible to obstruct and impede the 
committee's investigation." 


Reinecke 
Charge 
Dismissed 


Washington (UPI) - A federal 


judge Tuesday dismissed one 
count of a three-count indict- 
ment against California Lt Gov. 
Ed Reinecke. 


U.S. District Judge Harrington 


Parker agreed to a prosecution - 
request that he dismiss the 
charge resulting from testimony 
Reinecke gave the Senate 
Judiciary Committee during 
confirmation hearings for 
Richard Kleindienst. 


The count*said Reinecke lied 


when he told the committee that

Wallace Favors 
Strong Military 


Montgomery, Ala. (UPI) — 


Gov. George C. Wallace says he 
is "concerned that in less than 10 
years, America went from clear 
military superiority over the 
Communists to now being 
militarily weaker than the Com- 
munists." 


In letters mailed to a quarter 


million potential contributors, 
Wallace also said he is for in- 
creased military spending. 
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The Judiciary Committee, which has been 


receiving evidence from its impeachment staff 
since May 9, made its own transcripts from tapes it 
had obtained from the White House and a federal 
grand jury. 


While the committee transcripts, worked up 


from sophisticated electronic equipment, filled in 
many passages marked unintelligible in the White 
House transcripts, it was not able to clear up all of 
them. 


Committee Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 


N.J., said the transcripts "are nearly the same 
except for minor differences, deletion of 
expletives," but it took 131 pages to cite the 
variations by quoting passages side-by-side. 


Rodino said the document "does not reflect all 


differences between the two sets of transcripts," 
and added: 


"It does not draw any conclusions as to the 


reasons for, or the significance of, the differences." 


President Nixon released on April 30 edited 


White House transcripts covering 43 taped 
presidential conversations. The night before, in an 
address to the nation, he said those transcripts 
provided all the evidence needed "to get Watergate 
behind us and to get it behind us now..." 


He added that "as far as the President's role 


with regard to Watergate is concerned, the entire 
story is there." 


Quickly apparent was the addition of the 


March 22, 1973, portion which the committee 
explained doesn't appear in either the White House 
transcripts, nor in the copies provided by the White 
House to the special Watergate prosecutor or the 
committee. 


At one point in that conversation, Nixon told 


Mitchell that "the purpose of this scenario is to 
clean the presidency... the main thing is to 
answer unintelligible and that should be a God- 
damned satisfactory answer, John." 


Before that time, the White House had offered 


statements from various Nixon aides to the com- 
mittee. Ervin refused the offer, saying "you can't 
cross-examine a piece of paper." 


Mitchell told Nixon in the March 22 meeting 


that the White House plan would answer all the 
complaints the committee had. 


President: That's right. They get cross- 


examination. 


Mitchell: Right. They get everything but the 


public spectacle. 


In the conversation about Sherman Adams, 


who was forced to resign after disclosures that he 
had accepted favors from Boston industrialist Ber- 
nard Goldfine, Nixon remarked that Eisenhower 
"only cared about — Christ, 'be sure he was 
clean.' " 


But, Nixon added, "I don't look at it that 


way... we're going to protect our people, if we 
can." 


The House transcripts covered the conver- 


sations of Sept. 15,1972; Feb. 28, March 13; two on 
March 21; March 22, and two on April 16, all in 
1973.

ANNAPOLIS. Md. (AP) - 


The superintendent of the U.S. 
Naval Academy said Tuesday 
that seven sophmores have been 
ousted and 13 other students and 
a navigation instructor have 
been disciplined in the school's 
biggest cheating incident in 
nearly 60 years. 


The announcement by Vice 


Adm. William P. Mack capped a 
six-week investigation begun in 
May after the instructor 
reportedly provided advance 
answers to a navigation course 
final exam taken by about 900 of 
the approximately 4,000 
academy students. 


Mack, who refused to identify 


any of the people involved, said 
answers to about 30 per cent of 
the exam were given to one or 
two sophomores, who then dis- 
tributed the data to some 
classmates. 


An unidentified midshipman 


alerted authorities, who swept 
through the examination room 
collecting chart and table books, 
some of which had test answers 
written in them, according to 
Mack. 


The superintendent said that 


61 midshipmen were in- 
vestigated by the student honor 
committee, which found no 
evidence of cheating in 41 cases 
and recommended action 
against the other 20. 


Mack said that 13 of the group 


were placed on probation after 
"evidence indicated it was a 
matter of poor judgment rather 
than cheating." 


There was "concrete proof" of 


cheating by the other seven 
students, who resigned from the 


Academy after being threatened 
with outright dismissal, accor- 
ding to the admiral. 


Mack said that the instructor, 


believed to be a Navy enlisted 
man, was charged with derelic- 
tion of duty, received a 'formal 
letter of admonition and 
transferred to nonteaching 
duties. 


The admiral said that no 


further action was taken against 
the instructor because 
authorities concluded he acted 
not out of malicious intent but 
from "an excess of kindness and 
from his heart and because he 
wanted to help" some students. 


Mack stated that disciplinary 


action, such as extra duty, will 
be taken against one or two 
midhsipmen who received the 
answers and circulated them to a 
widening circle of classmates. 


The one or two students were 


not among the 20 singled out for 
cheating because their action did 
not violate the academy's honor 
code, one part of which forbids 
taking answers into a test and 
using them, Mack said. 


"It's a failure of judgment, not 


honor," Mack said of the ac- 
tions by the students who dis- 
tributed the test answers. 


In the largest prior recorded 


expulsion incident at the 
academy, seven midshipmen 
were dismissed in 1915 for 
cheating on a foreign language 
exam. The most serious cheating 
scandal at a, U.S. service 
academy came in 1965 when 109 
Air Force Academy cadets 
resigned following a probe of the 
theft, sale .and use of exam 
papers. 


Ehrlichman Says He Doesn't Condone Office Break-In 


Washington (UPI) — John D. Ehrlichman, 


finishing seven hours on the stand, testified Tuesday 
he would not have condoned the "covert operation" 
against Daniel Ellsberg had he known it involved a 
break-in. 


Ehrlichman, formerly President Nixon's top 


domestic adviser, and three others are in the ninth day 
of their trial for violating the rights of Dr. Lewis J. 
Fielding, Pentagon Papers defendant Daniel 
EUsberg's psychiatrist. Fielding's office was ran- 
sacked by the White House "Plumbers," who were 
supervised by Ehrlichman, in a fruitless search for 
damaging data about Ellsberg. 


"Do you think the break-in at Fielding's office 


could be condoned on national security grounds?" 
associate Watergate prosecutor William H. Merrill 
asked. 


"As a matter of personal opinion, I think the in- 


vestigation as originally conceived was grounded in 
national security," Ehrlichman replied. "If you mean 
the actual acts that were committed, I don't condone 
them on any grounds." 


"Did you know that one of the possibilities of 


examination of the doctor's files, which you had ap- 
proved in the Aug. 11 (1971) memo, would be by 
somebody present in the doctor's office?" Merrill 
asked. 


"If you're referring to my frame of mind at the 


time of the Aug. 11 memo, my mind just didn't dwell 
on the various possibilities. My mind didn't run over 
the various means or methods," Ehrlichman said. 


Ehrlichman initialed his approval to the key Aug. 


11 memo recommending a "covert operation" to ob- 
tain EUsberg's psychiatric files, but has testified he 
"certainly did not" know it referred to a breaking and 
entering. 


A surprise defense witness, William Treadwell, an 


attorney who briefly represented Egil Krogh Jr., a co- 
director of the Plumbers in 1973, said Krogh and the 
other co-director, David R. Young Jr., told him 
Ehrlichman did not know of the burglary in advance. 


Over prosecution objections, U.S. District Judge 


Gerhard A. Gesell said Krogh, by virtue of calling 
Treadwell as a witness in a related proceeding, had 
waived the attorney-client privilege, and, thus, 
Treadwell could testify.

Trial Defense Seeks 
Bib-Name Witnesses

Stir Staff Writer 


Askigg permission to sub- 


poena] witnesses including 
Elliott/Richardson and Richard 
Kleindlenst, defense attorneys 
moved dramatically Tuesday to 
establish a new line of defense 
for two Wounded Knee defen- 
dants.,' 


That defense would be that 


"massive military intervention" 
at Wounded Knee constitutes 
"gross governmental miscon- 
duct" involving criminal 
violations punishable by $10,000 
fines, two years in jail, or both. 


Attorney Clyde Henning said 


aftjer the court recessed that the 
violations involved unauthorized 
use of military equipment and 
personnel to enforce laws. 


There has been testimony 


during the trial that military 
equipment, including armored 
personel carriers, was present 
during the occupation of 
Wounded Knee. 


Authorization Needed 


Henning said that under 


federal law military equipment 
can be used to enforce law only 
with authorization of the Presi- 
dent or the secretary of defense 
or the under secretary of 
defense. 


In light of the alleged gross 


misconduct, Henning argued 
before Judge Warren K. Urbom, 
prosecution should not be 
sustained against the defendants 
in the interests of justice. 


He claimed the court is being 


asked to "chose between 
wrongdoers." 


Case To Be 'Wiped Out* 


Attorney Robert C. Heeney 


said after court recessed that if 
the defense is allowed in this 
case he feels the remaining 
Wounded Knee cases, more than 
100, would be "wiped out." 


Assistant U.S. Attorney 


Edward Carpenter, however, 
told Urbom that the attempt is 


"not a proper defense" and not a 
proper basis on which to supress 
evidence. 


He also moved to prohibit 


testimony of use of military 
supplies and personel during the 
occupation as immaterial. 


Heeney cited a list of court 


decisions on the issue dating 
back to the 1800's in support of 
the defense request. 


Urbom Troubled 


Responding to defense 


arguments, Urbom said he was 
troubled by the idea that in such 
situations the best answer is that 
"no one gets prosecuted." 


Urbom was expected to rule 


Wednesday morning on whether 
a total of nine witnesses could be 
called by the defense in support 
of the new argument. 


In addition to Richardson and 


Kleindienst the list includes Col. 
Valerie Warner, Col. Jack 
Potter, Wayne Colbum, chief of 
the U.S. marshals, Joseph Trim- 
bach, regional director of the 
FBI, Kenneth Believ, un- 
dersecretary of the Army, 
Roland Gleszer, identified as a 
director of military support and 
Joseph Sneed, now a federal 
judge, identified as the person in 
charge of operations at Wounded 
Knee. 


At the time of the Wounded 


Knee incident Richardson was 
secretary of defense and Klein- 
dienst was attorney general. 


Motion Overruled 


Earlier in U.S. District Court 


Tuesday Judge Urbom overruled 
a motion to suppress evidence 
resulting from the arrest and 
search of defendants Gregorio 
Jaramillo and Michael Eugene 
Sturdevant. 


A hearing on the validity of the 


evidence continued Tuesday 
morning and part of the after- 
noon as the Jaramillo and 
Sturdevant took the stand to 
testify for the defense. Until that 
point all witnesses in the hearing 


Oral Order Ratified 
On Use Of Barracks 


Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf 


declared Tuesday that an 
emergency exists to provide 
housing for the low income peo- 
ple attending the non-leadership 
Wounded Knee trials now in 
progress. 


The executive order authorizes 


the Indians to use the vacated 
Air Force barracks in the Lin- 
coln Air Park. People began 
moving into the barracks in 
June. The trials began July 1 in 
U.S. District Court in Lincoln. 


The mayor said the order is 


retroactive to cover the time the 
barracks have been occupied. 


Ratification 


City Atty. Dick Wood 


explained that the written order 
ratifies the mayor's previous 
oral order authorizing the use of 
the barracks and directing 
various city departments to in- 
spect those barracks. 


The emergency is due, the 


mayor said, to the temporary 
presence of a number of low- 
income people "who are without 
adequate means of self-support" 


who are attending the trials. 


The emergency was declared 


in order to allow the people to 
occupy "safe, sanitary living 
quarters without creating an un- 
due burden upon the city," he 
said. 


Inspections Ordered 


The order also directed the 


Health Department and other 
tity departments to inspect the 
barracks to insure that the 
building is maintained in a safe 
and sanitary condition. 


Those department heads, in- 


cluding the fire chief, building 
inspections superintendent and 
housing inspector, have already 
submitted affidavits attesting to 
the building's condition during a 
May hearing before Lancaster 
District Judge Herbert Ronin. 


Judge Ronin denied a request 


for a temporary restraining 
order to prevent Indians from 
occupying the facility, owned by 
contractor Bud Irons. The tem- 
porary restraining order was 
sought by some Arnold Heights 
residents.

appeal of her five-year sentence for her part in the Hoyt murders 
near McCpok last year. 


George Turner, clerk erf the court, said her case was dismissed

Vandals Stone Rebecca Statue 


Chadron (UPI) - A ban 


against camping and building 
fires has been placed on all 
forest service lands in Nebraska 
except in developed recreation 
sites, or as authorized by permit, 
Forest Supervisor J. Merle 
Prince said Tuesday. 


The ban includes the Nebraska 


National Forest, the Samuel R. 
McKelvie National Forest and 
Oglala National Grassland. 


Violation of the ban could 


result in a fine of up to $500, plus 
civil action to recover any cost of 
fire fighting or damages, Prince 
said. Permits for camping out- 
side developed areas may be ob- 
tained from district rangers in 
Halsey and Chadron. 


Recent hot weather, following 


an unusually dry spring, caused 
the order. A serious wildfire 
danger exists in forest and 
grassland areas, Prince said. 


Vandals pulled large stones 


from a retaining wall sometime 
last weekend and hurled them at 
a statue, Rebecca at the Well, in 
Lincoln's Sunken Garden at 27th 
and Capital Parkway. 


Don Smith, city park depart- 


ment director, said the van- 
dalism resulted in widespread 
chipping of the statue. Damage 
to it and flower beds was es- 
timated by park rangers at $150. 


Despite the damage, Smith 


said, vandalism at city parks and 
recreation areas is low com- 
pared to other cities and to what 
it was in Lincoln before es- 


tablishment of the park ranger 
patrol hi 1966. 


Total damage to park depart- 


ment property in 1973 was 12,031 
and in the first half of this year 
$1,100, Smith said. 


Prior to the start of the park 


ranger patrol, annual vandalism 
losses ranged from $15,000 to 
$30,000, Smith said.

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The Water Problem

Respect For Law Our Finest Asset 


It was somewhat ironical and would 


have been amusing if conditions weren't so 
serious, that on Page 25 of Tuesday's Star 
there were three stories headlined "Heat 
Drying Out Farm Soils," "Bellevue Issues 
Call For Water Rationing" and "Lincoln 
Drought Passes 28th Day Without Rain" 
and on the same page a story headlined 
"Water Lures Texan To Nebraska." 


It is a superficial point, really. Upon 


further reading one found that the Texas 
farmer was drawn to Nebraska because of 
this state's fabled abundant underground 
water supply which he needed for irriga- 
tion farming. The water levels down home 
in Texas were "getting to the nervous 
point," he said. 


But right now it's the bone dry top soil 


that bothers all Nebraskans — from the 
city backyard farmer to the rural 
agribusinessman — and we are worried 
that continued drought will mean a 
decrease in surface water supplies, a 
lowering of the underground water table in 
many places, which in turn will mean in- 
creased pumping costs and an overall in- 
crease in energy costs as well. What we 
need is a good rain for our lawns, gardens 


and crops and when it comes, it will be a 
multi-million dollar rain. 


While we wait for rain, various of- 


ficials are telling us — and common sense 
should tell us — to conserve the water 
resources we have. 


In Lincoln, Public Utilities Director 


Lee Blocker observes that there is "no 
need for rationing if people use their 
heads." 


Blocker is addressing city dwellers, 


who may not be as conscious of the water 
problem as rural Nebraskans. He estimates 
that 10% of the water being used in Lincoln 
is literally being wasted by being allowed 
to stream down the storm sewer drains. 
Some Lincolnites, he said, "have used 
water stupidly" during the past few weeks. 


A more efficient, careful use of water 


during times of the day when demand is 
not normally high, is in order. Lincoln ap- 
parently is not in trouble yet as far as de- 
mand exceeding capacity, but it could be. 


Conservation of existing water supplies 


is the only tool we have during periods of 
drought and should Nebraskans ignore con- 
ditions as they exist today, things could get 
to the "nervous point" around here. 


What Sport Is Really About 


We'll not discuss the issues involved in 


the player's dispute with the National 
Football League Management 
Council 


here, only to comment that the current has- 
sle emphasizes again that sport is big 
business, one of the biggest. 


Somehow, the idea of the traditional 


College All-Star game against the pro 
champions, a charity contest which has 
been played for decades, not being played 
because of business disagreements, is 
wrong. 


At the present time, the College All- 


Stars have voted not to play the Miami 
Dolphins July 26 out of sympathy with the 
NFL players' grievances with NFL 
management and out of their own best in- 
terests, most of them already being pros 
themselves. 


We'll not attribute the blame to any 


one of the parties for the game not being 
played, if that is the outcome of the current 
dispute. 


But we can comment on the elements 


of greed and self-interest standing in the 
way of a charitable cause. 


The Chicago Tribune Charities, the 


game's sponsoring organization, has raised 
more than $200,000 for various charities 
each game in recent years. 


There is much to be said for both the 


players and management in the contract 
disputes which have been carried on in 
various professional sports in years past. 


But it is our feeling as sports fans as 


well as supporters of charitable enter- 
prises, and we1 Jhink many people think the 
same, that cancellation of the All-Star 
game will give professional football a well- 
deserved black eye.

JUSTICE FRANKFURTER 


. .. considered court 
in abuse of power ... 


WASHINGTON - 
When President 


Nixon chose Warren E. Burger to be chief 
justice of the United States, on May 21, 
1969, he announced the choice at a 
televised White House ceremony. The 
nomination was the most important a 
president could make,, he said. He 
explained in these words: 


"Respect for law in a nation is the 


most priceless asset a free people can 
have, and the chief justice and Ms 
associates are the ultimate custodians 
and guardians of that priceless asset." 


Respect for law has all along been the 


issue, the connecting theme, in the series 
of events called Watergate. More par- 


ticularly, the tome has been the duty of 
those who enforce the law to obey it 
themselves - the duty especially of the 
President, sworn as be to to execute the 
nation's laws faithfully. 


ft ft * 
The public has understood that theme 


and followed it through all the evasions 
and distractions: the efforts of the 
President's lawyers to weave between the 
criminal process and impeachment, the 
dawdling and faint-heartedness of 
Congress. Most Americans have 
recognized the danger to freedom in of- 
ficial defiance of the law. 


The case now before the Supreme 


Court sounds the theme of duty to law, 
but it naturally cannot be resolved in 
terms of a generality. It bristles with 
specific issues, among them the role of 
the Court itself. And here we come to the 
second part of Nixon's prescient 1969 
sentence. 


There are those who object 


philosophically to the idea of Supreme 
Court justices as "ultimate custodians" of 
anything. Prof. Philip B. Kurland of the 
University of Chicago Law School has 
recently denounced "the dogma of the 
cult of the robe" - the belief that the 
judiciary should be "the ultimate forum 
for resolution of every major political, 
economic or social question." 


It is fair enough criticism that 


Americans, including judges, have often 
taken too grandiose a view of the judicial 
function. But the argument is stretched 
beyond history and common sense when 
used to attack the Supreme Court's role 
in the case of the President's tapes. In so 
using it, Professor Kurland has strayed 
from the teachings of his mentor, Justice 
Frankfurter. 


Frankfurter, and before him Holmes 


and Brandeis, thought the court most 
grievously abused its power in the first 
third of this century when it substituted 
its judgment for that of legislatures on 
social and economic matters — striking 
down a law against child labor, for exam- 
ple. They might have felt the same way in 
the recent abortion cases, for there again 
the justices dealt with an issue outside 
their own special competence and 
experience. 


But the context of U.S. v. Nixon is 


nothing like that. The demand for White 
House tapes for use by prosecution and 
defense at a criminal trial raises, initially, 
questions of evidence and privilege and 
procedure — the stuff of familiar judicial 
business, not legislative policy decisions 
on matters remote from the courts. 


Of course there is a more profound con- 


stitutional dimension to this case. Its 
novel questions of executive privilege 
really ask the Supreme Court to define 
one boundary of presidential power. That 
is indeed an awesome thing to put to 
judges, but hardly unusual for this Court.

The Constitution might have created a 


system of totally independent 
governmental powers, settling disputes 
among themselves by contention, but 
from the beginning it was not so un- 
derstood. The branches exercised 
overlapping power. And the Supreme 
Court often resolved jurisdictional dis- 
putes, even ones of great political con- 
tent, between the states and the federal 
government or two branches of the latter. 


The case does involve politics, in the 


grand sense of the word. There is no

denying that, or the subtlety of some of 
its problems. But more deeply the case 
concerns law — the high place of law hi 
our society. 


Justice Robert H. Jackson, himself a 


skeptic about judicial power, wrote that, 
whatever the Supreme Court's defects, 
Americans persisted in regarding it as 
"the most detached, dispassionate and 
trustworthy custodian that our system af- 
fords for the translation of abstract into 
concrete constitutional commands.'' The 
public is right to look to the Supreme 
Court still as the ultimate custodian of 
the priceless asset, respect for law.

No Compromise With Demagogues 


WASHINGTON — Every discussion of 


the future of the Democratic party goes 
back to the putative candidacy of Gov. 
George C. WaDaee. 


Party leaders and other candidates are 


treating him in gingerly fashion as if he 
were a time bomb about to 'explode. 
Whatever they think of him privately, 
they treat him in public as if he were a 
legitimate fellow Democrat whose 
opinions are entitled to be heard with 
respect. 


Robert Strauss, the Democratic 


national chairman, is careful to see that 
Wallace agents are represented in every 
party committee. Sen. Edward Kennedy 
last year attended a civic celebration in 
Alabama honoring Wallace. Sen. Henry 
Jackson goes so far as to say that he could 
envisage Wallace in either place on the 
Democratic national ticket in 1976. 


The party officials hope that if he is 


treated with enough courtesy, Wallace 
will act like a good loyal Democrat and 
support the ticket next time. Behind the 
public hypocrisy of the rival candidates, 
of course, is the desire to conciliate 
Wallace's followers and eventually to 
steal away as many of them as they can 
for themselves. 


Both assumptions are profoundly mis- 


taken. 


if 
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Wallace is not going to abide by any 


party rules or traditions of loyalty unless 
he benefits from them. If he does not get 
at least the vice presidential nomination, 
he will bolt the party again and run for 
president as an independent. 


If he does run, no other candidate is 


going to take his hard-core supporters

away from him. As for his more marginal 
supporters in the North and West, 
Kennedy could compete for them 
because he has a family legend of his own 
to deploy against Wallace's extra-rational 
appeal. 


But in a three-way race for the 


presidency in 1976 among Kennedy, 
Wallace, and the Republican nominee, 
the votes of marginal Wallaceite voters 
would depend on how the candidates 
positioned themselves on the issues. 
Buttering up Wallace in the meantime is 
not going to help in that hard fight and 


does positive harm. It confers on him a 
respectability that he does not deserve 
and could not win in any other way. 


Democrats who think that Wallace can 


be taken into camp are making the same 
mistake that many Republicans made 
from 1950 to 1954 in trying to conciliate 
and control Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy. 
Throughout history, many liberals and 
conservatives alike have had difficulty in 
coping with demagogues. 


Being rational themselves, willing to 


compromise and to abide by society's 
laws and unwritten rules, they cannot 
comprehend the true dynamic force of an 
opponent whose appeal is to irrational 
forces, who brooks no compromise, and 
who is willing to conjure up the demons 
of violence if they serve his purposes. 
Over and over again, men of good will in 
other political factions are misled by a 
demagogue's honeyed words and gestures 
to legality.

Since there has been so much attention 


paid of late to Wallace's crowning a 
Negro homecoming queen at the Univer- 
sity of Alabama, and receiving the en- 
dorsement of a Negro mayor in his 
current race for re-election, it is useful to 
recall his record. 


Four Ku Klux Klansmen were con- 


victed by all-white juries and eventually 
given 20-year prison sentences for their 
part in the castration of a black man in 
Alabama in 1957. As soon as Wallace 
became governor in 1963, and gained con- 
trol of the State Parole Board, the board 
freed these Klansmen even though they 
had served less than four years. As one 
Alabama journalist observed, Wallace, in 
allowing them to go free, "signaled his 
support to every white man in Alabama 


who wanted to use brutality and 
terrorism to oppose racial change." 


It should have been no surprise that 


shortly thereafter, four black girls lost 
their lives in Birmingham when their sun- 
day school was dynamited. The 
perpetrators of that crime have never 
been punished. 


It was Wallace who ordered the state 


police to attack the civil rights 
demonstrators with tear gas and cattle 
prods when they crossed the bridge at 
Selma in 1965. In the summer of that 
same year, a young white Episcopalian 
seminary student was shot down and 
killed in Hayneville, Ala., because he was 
a civil rights worker. In a caricature of a 
trial, the man who killed, him was 
acquitted on grounds of self-defense.

The blood of these innocent dead and 


mutilated victims of both races cries out 
against the new "respectable" George 
Wallace. His whole appeal was and is 
based on racism; on the fear and hatred 
of blacks. 


No honorable politician can top

Jackson's View Calls For Debate 


NEW YORK — Sen. Henry Jackson is 


home from China, and is quoted by 
United Press International as favorably 
comparing detente with that country to 
the Nixon-Kissinger detente with the 
Soviet Union. The Chinese keep their 
word, he said, but the Russians had 
broken treaties and agreements and "the 
real issue with (them) is and continues to 
be whether they will adhere to 
agreements." 


Jackson and that kind of view were no 


doubt what Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger had most in mind when he told 
reporters on his plane the other day that 
the country needed a major debate on the 
question of security in the nuclear age. 
Such a debate is needed, not necessarily 
to propagate his view or Jackson's or any 
other but because the primary issues in- 
volved are complex, both intellectually 
and morally difficult to judge, and there 
is no established American conscensus on 
them. 


First among those issnes is nndear 


arms limitation, on the necessity for 
which almost everyone agrees; bit 
beyond Hut necessity there are almost 
limitless possibilities for disagreement 
among honest men holding bone* prints 
«f view; for dashes of interest between- 
diplomatic and military establishments; 
the small society 


for technical disputes among scientists 
and engineers; and for political debate in 
presidential and congressional cam- 
paigns.

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As Kissinger pointed out, numbers of 


missiles on each side are an over- 
simplified measure of the matter. But so 
may be the left-wing idea that since the 
American nuclear stockpile is sufficient 
to destroy the Soviet Union, the United 
States needs no more nuclear armaments. 
Halting an arms race can hardly be a un- 
ilateral matter. 


But more than just the technical in- 


tricacies of striking a balance that 
protects both sides needs to be debated 
and illuminated. Those who maintain 
that the United States must always main- 


tain strategic superiority over the Soviet 
Union or any other country will have to 
answer some other questions Kissinger 
raised in Moscow. 


"What in the name of God is strategic 


superiority?" he asked. What is the 
significance of it? What do yon do with 
it?" 


Those who feel as Jackson does, that 


the Soviet Union can't be trusted to keep 
agreements, quickly respond that 
American security lies only in bard 
military superiority. This is an argument

that has been persuasive with many 
Americans for decades. It particularly 
may still be, particularly if an arms 
limitation agreement should appear to be 
deficient in detection and policing 
devices. 


But arms limitation is not the only dif- 


ficult question involved. The so-called 
Jackson amendment to trade legislation, 
denying trade equality to any nation that 
restricts the emigration of Jews, is even 
more wrenching. It is tempting to make 
the easing or elimination of Soviet tactics 
of repression a condition for detente, 
since those tactics are repugnant to most 
Americans and to the spirit of humanity. 


But H is hardly immoral or inhumane 


to arpe that arms ttotitatio* shookl not 
be made to watt upon changes in internal 
Soviet society as might happen if the 
Jackson amendment bronght abont a 
general deterioration in Sonet-American 
relations. Again, this is a qnestfefe «• 
which there can he honest differences «f 
opinion — upon which, perhaps, there it 
no single vafid answer.

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Bus Won'f Gef Some Pup/7s

Culler Junior High students who live in 


the Meadowlane area won't get school bus 
service this fall, as their parents had 
requested earlier. 


But in approving its transportation policy 


and school bus routes, the Lincoln Board of 
Education Tuesday also passed a resolution 
to ask the Lincoln Transportation System 
(LTS) to run a bus through Meadowlane 
and provide a student discount rate. 


City Council approval is required for 


such a special rate. Parents who live on the 
fringes of the Meadowlane area, but within 
the ZVz-mile limit for no junior high bus 
service, had objected to paying 70 cents per 
day per child for LTS bus fares. 


'Fairly Full Loads' 


Supt. John Prasch said the school district 


-"can assure them (LTS) of fairly full 
loads," explaining that almost 550 students 
live in the Meadowlane area in east Lin- 
coln. 


Prasch said the schools could supply 


discount-rate cards that LTS could honor as 
bus tickets, good only for certain hours 
before and after school, to preclude 
children using them at other times. 


The bus routes approved include no 


changes to Huntington, but the district 
"won't start any new youngsters to West 
Lincoln" school from the Belmont area, 
taking them instead to McPhee, Prasch 
said. 


The trailer park area north of 


Cornhusker Hwy. around N. 1st St. will be 
added to the Hayward area bus route to 
McPhee, the board agreed, with the intent 
to increase McPhee enrollment and relieve 
crowding at West Lincoln. 


Will Add Residents 


Bus routes to Lakeview School will add 


residents in the West 0 area beyond Cod- 
dington in a new bus run. Other elementary 
school routes are unchanged or the areas 
expanded only slightly. 


Junior high bus routes are unchanged 


from this year. School buses don't serve 


Lincoln high school students. 


For trainable mentally retarded 


students, the board divided the city three 
ways: Those students west of 17th St. will 
be bused to Arnold School; those east of 
17th and north and south of 0 St. will be 
transported to Hawthorne and Bethany, 
respectively. 


The result will be shorter rides for the 


retarded, Prasch said, adding that two- 
thirds of their teachers will follow the 
students who change from Arnold to the 
other schools. 


Responsibilities Expanded 


In its new transportation statement, the 


board adopted expanded responsibilities 
for building principals, made no change in 
the V/4- and 2%-mile straight-line distances 
from elementary and junior high schools to 
students homes for no bus service, and 
decided "continued eligibility" for service 
depends upon students abiding by riding 
regulations. 


In anew section, the board decided that 


all complaints about bus service shall be 
referred to the office of Student Services. 


Another policy stipulates that students 


are not to be charged for field trip 
transportation. 


On another matter, associate superinten- 


dent for instruction Ron Brandt and 
mathematics consultant Ronald Massie 
reported that results of math tests ad- 
ministered to junior high students during 
the past year "are quite encouraging." 


'Phenomenal* 


On the advanced level Standford 


Achievement Test, scores of approximately 
2,260 9th-graders in three math areas were 
"phenomenal," Massie said. 


In "concepts" and "computations," half 


the students scored in the top quartile, and 
nearly six in 10 were in the top 25% of the 
"applications of problem solving" portion. 


"This is in sharp contrast to widely 


publicized reports from other areas of the 
country which appear to show a decline hi 
computational ability," they reported. 


Of 1,941 8th-graders who took the Iowa 


Algebra Achievement Test, 68.5% scored at 
or above the 5th stanine, the cut-off point 
for choosing algebra instead of general 
math in the 9th grade. "In a 'normal' pop- 
ulation, 60% would be expected to score in 
this range," Brandt and Massie said. 


162 Tested 


In efforts to begin a competency-based 


junior high math requirement, the district 
had 162 8th-graders in seven junior highs 
take the Florida Eight-Grade Testing 
Program. The mean scores hi sub-test 
areas were 80% hi computation, 72% in 
concepts and problem-solving, and 80% in 
skills for everyday living. 


Among other parts of the tests, Brandt 


said, "Results in spelling and language are 
not that high." 


Board members met in executive session 


to discuss administrative appointments and 
to review work of the insurance com- 
mittee. 


In other business, with members Louis 


Roper and Marvin Stewart absent, the 
board: 


—Approved 4 to 0 the salary schedule 


for administrators, giving them 
9.6% 


overall pay boosts and increases in 
mileage reimbursements. 


—Approved 4 to 0 changes in the 1974-75 


Personnel Handbook, as agreed upon in 
teacher contract negotiations, to rename 
acadmic study leave "sabbatical leave;" 
.to add niece and nephew to the list of im- 
mediate family for which a three-day 
death leave is granted; and to grant staff 
members professional leave with full pay 
for outside consulting work, provided 
they reimburse the district the cost of a 
substitute teacher. 


—Adopted 4 to 0 recommendations that 


minimum pay for senior associate 
teachers be $4,500 an increase of 51,000; 
and that they may return to regular 
teaching duties at their request if sup- 
ported by their supervisers. The Lincoln 
Education Association ethics committee 
may review requests. 


—Heard Prasch report that 1974-75 


contract negotiations with operation and 
maintenance employes and food service 
workers are still underway.

Home Of Iron Duke Open To Public 


Percentage Cash Balance Urged 


Supt. John Prasch said 


Tuesday it would be "helpful" if 
the Lincoln Board of Education 
would "work toward a policy 
that sets a level for the (school 
district's cash) balance in terms 
of some fixed percentage." 


His reference at the board's 


regular meeting was to the more 
than $6.8 million surplus the Lin- 
coln Public Schools hold. It has 
accrued over the past several 
years. 


Board members reviewed the 


proposed budget short form, 
preparing for a public hearing at 
7:30 p.m. July 18 on the 1974-75 
budget. The meeting will be in 
the Public Schools Administra- 
tion Building, 720 S. 22nd. 


The board was scheduled to 


take action regarding LB772, the 
state school aid bill that would 
triple state support to schools by 
1976-77, unless a referendum 
petition drive to place it before 
the voters in November 
succeeds. 


Cash Balance Needed 


Prasch said "if there is a 


chance" that LB772 won't go 
into effect, the Lincoln School 
District should retain a "good 
cash balance" to meet budget 
requirements next year "without 
significant state aid." 


If the proposed budget were 


adopted, the district would use 
$1.6 million of the cash reserve, 
Prasch said earlier. 


The superintendent submitted 


that expenditures won't 
decrease in the future "when 
that money has to be found 
again," should the district use 
the surplus to reduce its mill 
levy substantially in the interim. 


If the drive to repeal LB772 


fails and the district can count 
on its cash flow to arrive on a 
quarterly, basis, Prasch said 
that's good reason to set a fixed 
percentage for future cash sur- 
pluses. Because the deadline for 
petitions to place LB772 on the 
ballot is Wednesday, the board 
took no budget position regar- 
ding the bill's application. 


Hearing Procedure 


The board adopted a budget 


hearing procedure, allowing in- 


dividuals five minutes to make 
statements, and individuals 
representing organizations 15 
minutes. A written budget sum- 
mary will be available at the 
meeting, where school staff 
members will present an over- 
view of the proposal. 


Board members wUl take no 


official action on the budget at 
the hearing. Final recommen- 
dations will be made at the July 
23 board meeting, when ad- 
ditional information about how 
to apply LB772 may be available. 


The general fund asking of 


slightly more than $19 million 
would require 41.038 mills in 
1974-75.

proposed budget include staff 
salaries in all categories, boosted 
in the 10% range; a significant 
hike in costs for an expanded 
program for handicapped 
children and purchase of com- 
puter hardware. 


Other higher expenditures are 


earmarked for increased staff 
development; boosts in extra- 
standard pay to maintain ac- 
tivities and expand others to in- 
clude girls, and several new 
projects 'under "innovations, 
research and special programs," 
including writing skills and stu- 
dent personal and social values. 


Although it requires a separate 


hearing, Prasch noted that the 
budget for Educational Service 
Unit 18 is included in the district 
budg3t proposal The ESU levy 
asking is .3 of a mill, to produce 
$139,500, compared to .2 of a 
mill this year in the $88,400 
budget estimate 


"First-year experience with 


the use of the service unit to 
provide internal evaluation of 
district programs has been very 
encouraging," Prasch said. 


The budget also includes fun- 


ding for the Resource Officer 
Program, "which has strong sup- 
port of the community," he 
noted. 


London (AP) — The Duke of 


Wellington, whose ancestor 
vanquished Napoleon at 
Waterloo, announced Tuesday 
he has joined the band of 
bluebloods who open their state- 
ly homes to the ticket-buying 
public. 


The 59-year-old aristocrat said 


he reached his decision because 
the public should be able to see 
"what a grateful nation gave to 
the first duke." 


The 8,700-acre grounds and 


part of the mansion at Stratfield 
Saye, near Reading, 40 miles 
' west of London, will be open to 
the public for the first time from 
July 28 for an entrance fee of 50 
pence — $1.20. 


Visitors to the 17th-century 


mansion will see such 
memorabilia of the "Iron Duke" 
as the red velvet robe he wore to 
the coronation of King George 
IV and a reindeer cloak he wore 
on a diplomatic mission to 
Russia in 1826. 


Closed-circuit television and 


special security precautions have 
been installed to watch over 
priceless possessions, including a 
painting by the Venetian master 
Tintoretto. 


Unlike the Marquis of Bath 


and the Duke of Bedford, the 
Duke of Wellington will not have 


a safari park or amusements on 
his grounds. 


"Everybody has their own 


style and I don't think mine is 
the same as Lord Bath or the 
Duke of Bedford," he said. 


The house was built in 1630 


and bought by Arthur Wellesley, 
the first Duke of Wellington, in 
1817. The money came from 
public funds awarded in recogni- 
tion of his victory over Napoleon 
in 1815. The famous battle final- 
ly ended the French emperor's 
dreams of European conquest. 


The public opening follows a 


one-day event known as the 
"Game Fair" on the duke's es- 
tate, featuring hunting and 
fishing equipment. Queen 
Elizabeth n and her husband 
Prince Philip will attend the fair 
July 26. 


The duke's decision to open 


his ancestral home comes as

The duke also owns 2,500 acres 


of land on the site of the famous 
Waterloo battlefield in Belgium. 
Local Belgian authorities an- 
nounced last December they 
want to buy the land for develop- 
ment. 


In addition, the duke owns a 


2,500-acre estate near Granada 
in southern Spain — a trophy 
given to his ancestor by the 
Spanish after he defeated the 
French on the Iberian Penin- 
sula.

Douglas is far from optimistic 


about the case, but said in- 
vestigators are not giving up. 


"The leads are getting a little 


short, and there's not as many 
people to follow through now," 


Douglas said. 


"I don't mean to be pessimis- 


tic, but we're almost at the point 
where well need a couple of 
good leads. We need something 
new," the attorney added.

Farmers To Wait 
For USDA Ruling 


By DON KENDALL 


Washington (AP) - Winter 


wheat farmers, who now are 
harvesting their 1974 crop, may 
not know until mid-August 
whether the government will 
require part of their land to be 
idled as a move to trim produc- 
tion in 1975. 


Grown mostly in the Great 


Plains — but also in nearly every 
other state — winter wheat com- 
prises by far the largest portion 
of U.S. bread gram production. 
It is planted in the fall,'as early 
as late August in some localities, 
and harvested the following 
summer. 


Thus, it is to a producer's ad- 


vantage to know as early as 
possible what federal programs 
will require in the following 
year. Normally, the Agriculture 
Dept. prefers to announce plans 
as far in advance as possible, in 
July if they can be firmed up. 


But normality in the wheat 


business has been elusive for the 
past two years, a period in which 
exports and prices both have 
boomed. Wheat stocks last 
spring were drained to 27-year 
lows and there were some fears 
that bins might be empty before 
the new crop was ready. 


The 1974 crop of wheat, in- 


cluding winter and spring- 
planted types, currently is 
forecast at a record of slightly 
less than 2.1 billion bushels. But 
that figure, computed as of June 
24, is down from earlier in- 
dications because of some 
shrinkage In winter wheat 
prospects and signs that farmers 
in parts of the northern spring 
wheat belt were delayed severe- 
ly in planting this year's crop. 


The department will issue on 


Thursday a new monthly report 
on 1974 crop production. It will 
include revised estimates of 
winter wheat output and, for the 


first time this year, yield es- 
timates and total harvest figures 
for spring wheat. 


Although the findings are 


closely 
guarded, 
some 


authorities believe this week's 
report — based on July 1 field 
conditions — will show further 
deterioration in winter wheat 
prospects and a sharp cutback hi 
spring grain production. 


That report will be followed 


on Friday by a new analysis of 
the supply and demand situation 
for wheat and other crops, based 
on current readings. 


Glenn Weir, associate ad- 


ministrator of the department's 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, said last 
week he thought' USDA needed 
to study closely the 1974 spring 
wheat figures before making any 
final decision on 1975 acreage 
plans. 


Weir told a reporter the July 


report might not provide enough 
of the data needed to decide 
whether farmers will be asked to 
take part of their wheat land 
from production next year. He 
said USDA might wait until after 
another report on Aug. 12. 


The National Advisory Com- 


mittee on Grains, representing 
farmers, organizations and trade 
interests, recently urged the 
department not to set any land- 
idling requirements for 1975 
crop production. It said export 
'and domestic demands are 
expected to remain large enough 
to absorb any significant buildup 
of surplus stocks. 


About a year ago, when it was 


apparent U.S. stockpiles were 
rapidly dwindling, the Nixon ad- 
ministration embarked on an all- 
out drive to increase farm crop 
output in 1974. As a result, 
farmers were not required to 
idle any land this year as a basic 
qualification for getting govern- 
ment benefits.

Euromart Has Beef Glut 


Brussels — The European 


Common Market, which only a 
year ago was scouring the 
world's markets for meat 
supplies, is now suffering 
through the worst beef glut in its 
history.

protests over falling incomes and 
a mountain of surplus beef that 
threatens to outrun available 
storage space, have so far been 


unable to control the problem. 


The surplus in Europe, which 


closely parallels the situation in 
the United States, is due mainly 
to overproduction following the 
recent scarcity period, plus con- 
sumer resistance to high-priced 
meat. 


Output in Europe has risen 


about 20% this year because of 
premiums offered by the com- 
munity to entice farmers from 
milk to beef raising.

Boston (UPI) — There may be more 


truth than fable to the barroom folklore 
cure of relieving a hangover with a stiff 
morning-after drink. 


At least that's the conclusion of Dr. 


James R. Hoon of Sheyboygan, Wia., 
writing in the latest edition of the Journal 
of the American Medical Association. 


Dr. Hoon, who describes himself as "on- 


ly a surgeon," based his finding on a film 
study of the stomachs of two hangover vic- 
tims — a 22-year-old college student and a 
25-year-old ex-Marine. In both instances, 
he said, "a hefty nip hi the morning" 
relieved their distress. 


Medicine, Dr. Hoon acknowledged, has 


long been skeptical of curing a drinking 
problem with the substance that caused it, 


and he emphasized that he does not ad- 
vocate morning drinking. "I merely point 
out that in the two subjects presented, it 
worked to relieve suffering," be said. 


Entitling his scientific paper "Hah- of the 


Dog — A Gastrocamera Study," Dr. Hoon 
said he would have preferred using more 
than two subjects, but no others were 
willing. This, he added, may indicate "very 
little drinking in Sheyboygan or persons 


with hangovers are reluctant to cooperate 
hi scientific observations." 


The study involved lowering a miniature 


camera — about the size of a little finger— 
into the stomachs of the volunteers, then 
filming "before" and "after" effects of a 
jigger (IVz ounces) of booze. 


Dr. Hoon reported the college student 


warned him: "If my stomach looks like my 
eyeballs, you're really going to see 
something this morning." 


What he saw was a churning sea of 


stomach acid and mucous. But eight 
minutes later, after a shot of 90-proof gin, 
the doctor viewed a "much clearer, 
definitely calmer" stomach. 


The former Marine had a "disturbed, 


jumpy" stomach, with "considerable 
excess mucous." A jigger of 80-proof 
whisky cleared the mucous and relaxed the 
stomach, Dr. Hoon said. 


"The very evident early relief was what 


startled me," the doctor said, adding it's 
possible a gastric acide "rebound" could 
occur later. But he said he couldn't deter- 
mine this as he couldn't get his volunteers 
to "hold still long enough to find out."

Prof. Tokuya Harada of the 


University of Osaka said that un- 
der controlled conditions, such 
microorganisms as yeasts and 
molds can produce proteins, en- 
zymes, vitamins, nucleic acids 
and other keys to a balanced 
diet. He suggests harnessing the 
germs as a step toward solving 
the world food crisis. 


Writing in Impact, the science 


quarterly of the 
U.S. 


Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization, the 
Japanese microbiologist said 
yeasts need only 18 to 120 


minutes for a cell division in pro- 
tein production and molds need 
two to 48 hours. But plants need 
one to two weeks, chickens two 
to four weeks and cattle one to 
two months. 


Harada said that when 


bacteria is fed on natural gas, 
cultures are formed that contain 
nearly half as much protein as 
the amount of gas consumed in 
the process. When a ton of paraf- 
fin reacts with yeast, an 
additional ton of yeast is 
produced — half of which is pro- 
tein. 


Paraffin is frequently 


produced from petroleum dis- 
tillates. Harada said that "if five 
per cent of the world's annual 


petroleum consumption — 300 
million tons — were to be used 
for culture of yeast, if would 
yield 7Vz million tons of protein 
— sufficient to overcome the 
protein shortage foreseen by the 
year 2000."

San Francisco — Sometimes 


the cure seems -worse than the 
ailment. Those "miracle drugs" 
may do the job but they can 
leave the patient feeling as limp 
as a squeezed-out tube. 


The big problem with ad- 


ministering today's powerful 
drugs orally, by injection, or by 
dropper is the need for overdose 
to assure results — overdoses 
that often lead to undesirable 
side effects. 


Now, 
new delivery systems 


can solve a batch of problems for 
the medical consumer. By ad- 
ministering tiny dosages directly 
into the target organ, the total 
medication needed is reduced 
dramatically. 


Take the case of birth control. 


An intrauterine contraceptive 
with a dosage equal to the 
amount of progesterone in three 
conventional pills can offer birth 
control protection for a year. 


A tiny device tucked under 


the lower eyelid treats glaucoma 
for a week with a tenth or less 
the amount of drug that would 
be dropped into the eyes four 
times a day during that period. 


These two products, 


developed by Alza Corp., Palo 
Alto, are in advanced stages of 
the extensive clinical testing 
required by the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration before any 
new drug reaches the market. 
Testing on both began in 1970. 


For the glaucoma treatment, 


Ocusert (trademark registered), 
marketing needs only FDA ap- 
proval of final labeling 
materials. The product, itself 
has moved through meticulous 
testing under Investigational 
New Drug (IND) applications 
and New Drug Applications 
(NDA). 


The contraceptive device, a 


T-shaped reservoir of 
progesterone, is in the NDA 
testing stage in the U.S. as well 
as under clinical evaluation in 20 
countries around the world. 


Alza hopes to have both on the 


market next year. 


Prescriptions for medication 


in pill form must take into ac- 
count that the chemicals will 
travel through the digestive and 
circulatory system before they 
reach their mark, along the way. 
In a scattergun effect, they 
affect organs and tissues' 
throughout the body for which 
they were never intended. This 
is why women on "the pill" can 
suffer an assortment of unfor- 
tunate side reactions. 


A victim of glaucoma must 


drop a heavy dose of Pilocarpine 
into bis eyes several times a day 
to provide lasting relief. This 
heavy dose can cause pupil dila- 
tion, eye spasm and aching. 
Pilocarpine causes none of these 
effects when doses are small but 
frequent. 


Also in IND testing stages are 


other Alza "therapeutic delivery 
systems" designed to maintain a 
level of medication throughout 
the whole body without sending 
it through the digestive system. 


One is in a skin patch system, 


a small, thin, multi-layered 
device that releases a continuous 
pre-programmed amount of 
medicine to the bloodstream 
through the skin. This "transder- 
mal" system is presently being 
tested for treatment of nausea— 
an illness difficult to treat with 
oral drugs. Such patches might 
also introduce insulin for 
diabetes, or vasodilators for 
heart disease. 


Alza Corp. was founded by 


Alejandro 
Zaffaroni, a 


Uruguayan-born biochemist who 
made a fortune in the phar- 
maceutical business. He played 
in important part in the growth 
of Syntex Corp., Palo Alto. 


He left Syntex to form Alza in 


1968 investing ?2 million of his 
own, and rapidly raised more 
than $37 million (some from 
Syntex.) 


Alza still hasn't sold a product, 


so it has a way to go until 
profitability. However, if track 
records mean anything, Zaf- 
faroni is probably bringing in 
another winner.

A mower should never be ser- 


viced while running. Always dis- 
connect the spark plug before 
making repairs or adjustments. 
Never refuel while the engine is 
running or is excessively hot. 
And never attempt to unclog a 
power mower while it is run- 
ning.

a 40-hour week instead of a 37V2- 
hour week are earning less 
money. 


Why Data Refused? 


Wishnow also asked why the 


employes have been refused 
data, which includes job 
classifications, job descriptions 
and pay schedules. 


Board Chairman Bob Colin 


said the information apparently 
was withheld until the informa- 


tion was compiled. 


But, Wishnow said, "I can't 


see any reason for secrecy." 


Commissioner Jan Gauger 


said the information now is 
available. She pointed out that 
the tentative classification 
system has yet to be reviewed by 
the Personnel Policy Board or 
the commissioners. 


That five-member panel is 


expected to be the backbone of 
the county's new personnel 
system, which went into effect 
Monday. The board will review 
the data and make recommen- 
dations to the County Board.

Who Chooses 


The 


Books?

Each year, the Lincoln city 


library system adds ap- 
proximately 27,000 volumes to 
its collection of books. 


Who is responsible for the 


choice of those books? And what 
guidelines are used in their 
selection? 


"In one sense, the community 


selects the books," said Ms. 
Laura Weymouth, coordinator of 
library resources for the Lincoln 
City Libraries (LCD. 


The community "selects" 


books by indicating, to library 
personnel in a number of ways, 
what it wants to read, Ms. 
Weymouth explained. 


In choosing new books or 


duplicate copies to be added to 
the collection, LCL officials base 
their selection, in part, on a con- 
tinuting awareness of the kinds 
of books that circulate well, the 
titles which are frequently 
requested, and the community's 
response to national advertising 
campaigns, she continued. 


Ms. Bonnie Crell, LCL assis- 


tant director, also noted that, at 
the Bennett Martin Library, the 
Readers' Service Section keeps 
tabs on the type of reference 
questions asked, to determine 
what subjects are of particular 
interest. 


And book reviews published in 


major library review sources 
such as Publishers' Weekly and 
the Library Journal Review, are 
relied on "very heavily" U selec- 
ting books, Ms. Weymouth 
added. 


Referring to the "team- 


management philosophy" 
applied in the selection of books 
for the city libraries, Ms. Crell 
observed that his allows a 
"variety of input from a variety 
of people." 


Among those who have a voice 


in the choice of books, are the 
six LCL coordinators, whose 
areas of speculation range from 
extension services, to young 
peoples' services. 


"Everyone feels free to offer 


suggestions," Ms. Crell con- 
tinued. 


Since LCL does not have an 


unlimited budget, there are 
some limitations. "We do 
sometimes decide that a book is 
so technical that we can't supply 
it," said Ms. Weymouth. 


However, such academic or 


professional volumes can usually 
be obtained from other libraries 
(even the Library of Congress) 
under the Inter-Library Loan 
process, she explained. 


As far as censorship with 


regard to political, social or 
religious views is concerned, Ms. 
Crell stated tha LCL adheres to 
the views put forth in the 
American Library Association's 
"Library Bill of Rights." 


In part, that document states 


that, "In no case should library 
materials be excluded because of 
the race or nationality or the 
social, political, or religious 
views of the authors." And that 
"Censorship should be 
challenged by libraries in the 
maintenance of their respon- 
sibility to provide informatiori 
and enlightenment." 


"Libraries basically are in- 


stitutions of open ideas," Ms. 
Weymouth said. "We try not to 
select books based on our own 
ideas." 


After all, "We're spending tax 


dollars and also building a 
collection that will be used by all 
types of people," Ms. Crell noted 
in explaining the LCL policy. 


A recent example of the 


manner in which the book selec- 
tion process works, involved the 
popular diet book written by Dr. 
Robert Atkins. 


When the book first came out, 


many people in the medical 
profession warned of the diet's 
possible dangers. Because of 
these negative comments, "we, 
at first, resisted buying it," Ms. 
Weymouth said. 


However, when the book's 


popularity increased, LCL recon- 
sidered its position and 
purchased the book. 


"Past a certain point, we can't 


consider ourselves protectors," 
Ms. Weymouth explained. 


"If there is a conflict, then we 


have the responsibility to supply 
the book and let people decide 
for themselves." 


When a member of the com- 


munity objects to the inclusion 
of a particular book in the 
libraries' collection, 
"Mr. 


Dalrymple (director of libraries) 
and the board handle it," Ms. 
Weymouth said. 


However, "We've had very lit- 


tle negative response from the 
community." 


And what are people reading 


these days? 


Although mysteries and 


westerns still retain a high 
degree of popularity, both Ms. 
Weymouth and Ms. Crell in- 
dicated that they have noticed an 
increasing interest in non-fiction 
books. 


Topics like ecology and con- 


sumerism are attracting atten- 
tion, and there is a great deal of 
interest in books that teach the 
reader how to garden, how to 
repair a car, etc. 


"TV has greatly influenced 


peoples' reading habits," Ms. 
CreU observed. "When you have 
lawmakers in your living room, 
you want to have the facts." 


"We have real interest trends" 


based on TV programming, Ms. 
Weymouth added. 


"People assimilate television, 


then react" by coming to the 
library for further information, 
agreed Ms. Crell. 


Abortion Survey Is Joint Effort 


Feminist groups and the 


Nebraska Civil Liberties Union 
will conduct a joint survey to 
determine if abortions are readi- 
ly available to Nebraska women 
who want them. 


The project will begin with a 


state-wide survey of; health care 
facilities. It will try to determine 
the availability of abortions in 
specific geographic areas, and 
the extent to which hospitals 
make their facilities available to 
women who want abortions and 
doctors who are willing to per- 
form them. 


Bev Hohensee, spokeswoman 


for the groups,?said the survey 
would be the first in a series of 
efforts to "enforce compliance" 
with a U.S. Supreme Court deci- 
sion on abortions. That ruling, 
she said, does not allow the state 


to prohibit abortions until the 
sixth month of pregnancy. 


She said results of the survey 


would be used as evidence to 
press for having tax exemptions 
and other public funds withheld 
from hospitals which refuse to 
perform abortions. 


The project is jointly spon- 


sored by the Nebraska Civil 
Liberties Union and its Grand 
Island and Lincoln chapters, the 
Nebraska state coordinator of 
the National Organization for 
Women and its Omaha, Lincoln 
and Bellevue chapters, and the 
Nebraska Women's Political 
Caucus.

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Caliber Of Bottle Bill Opposition Illustrated By Erie County Events 
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(This is the second of two ir 


ticlei on the controversy over 
aoireturuble beverage con- 
Ulnen)

New York — The caliber of 


the ammunition that can be 
brought to bear against 
proposals to require returnable 
beverage containers may be il- 
lustrated by what happened in 
Erie County, which includes 
Buffalo, where last May a bottle 
bill came to a vote in the county 
legislature. 


One of the major proponents 


of the Erie Legislation was a 
group called Housewives to End 
Pollution. They gathered more 
than 14,000 signatures within 
two and a half weeks to show 
what support the bill had among 
the citizens. 


"Then the thing that happened 


with the unions really scared 
us," said a leader of the 
housewives' group, who asked 
that her name not be used 
because she was still afraid of 
what would happen to her or her 
family. 


"I am now completely dis- 


gusted with the democratic 
process," the woman said. 


The group's leader said 


APL-CIO and teamsters 
Union representatives had met 
with them for more than four 
hours emphasizing that the 
legislation would not be allowed 
to pass. 


Chilling Experience 
• 


"It was a chilling experience," 


the woman said, "They told us, 
'We've checked you all out. We 
know who your husbands are 
and where they work and how 
many children you have.' " 


The woman said a man who 


said he was from the Teamsters 
told them that even if the bottle 
bill did pass, it would have to be 
vetoed by the County Executive 
— "He's in the liquor business 
and he knows we'll get him." 


The Erie County executive is 


Edward V. Regan, who retains 
an interest in his family's 
wholesale liquor business, the 
Bison Liquor Company. Regan 
said the company dealt with the 
teamsters but had received no 
pressure on the bottle bill. 


Regan said he took no stand 


on the bottle bill because it had 
been voted down in the county 
legislature. If the bill had 
reached his office, he said, he 
would have held a public 
hearing. He said he had taken no 
stand because "there's not much 
point in a public hearing if 
everybody knows where I 
stand."

tle, Buffalo Television station 
WBEN-TV ran an editorial 
favoring the bottle bill. George 
Torge, the station's general 
manager, read the editorial over

tion, was paid for by a $3,000 
grant from New York State's 
Council of Economic Advisers.

Vermont has followed 


Oregon's lead in requiring man- 
datory return deposits on 
beverage containers. 


Oregon's law has a two-tier 


system. A five-cent deposit is 
required on bottles that are dis- 
tinctive to one brand. A two-cent 
deposit is required on standard 
beer bottles that may be used in- 
terchangeably by all companies. 


Standard Bottles Encouraged 


The idea behind the lower 


two-cent deposit was to en- 
courage the use of standard 
bottles that could be returned 
anywhere, making the returning 
job easier. 


Vermont's original bottle law 


did not have the reduced two- 
cent feature, and bottlers, in an 
attempt to get the Vermont 
legislation repealed, made a 
strong point of the difficulty of 
returning bottles to different 
places. 


In an attempt to strengthen 


the Vermont law this year, Sam 
Lloyd, a Vermont legislator from 
Weston, introduced amend- 
ments to institute the two-cent 
standard bottle deposit and to 
outlaw flip-tops on metal cans. 


The night before the 


amendments were to be voted 
on, Lloyd said, he recieved a 
telephone call from John Car- 
bine, a Rutland lawyer represen- 
ting the Glass Container 
Manufacturers Institute. He said 
that $100,000 worth of "cor- 
porate money" would be 
available to study the whole 
situation if the amendments 
could be dropped. 


Lloyd said that he did not drop 


his support of his amendments, 
but that they were defeated in 
the legislature anyway. 


Carbine said he did not recall 


offering any set sum of money. 
He said he just wanted to say 
that the facilities of the National 
Center for Resource Recovery 
were available for help.

Legislators have regularly 


been given free trips to pilot 
plants set up at places such as 
Franklin, Ohio, and Elizabeth, 
N.J., to demonstrate the 
feasibility of this idea. So far the 
projects have not gone beyond 
the pilot stage. 


Legislators in Vermont were 


also offered free trips to hockey 
games by brewers opposing the 
bottle bill. 


But most of the free trips for 


legislators around the country 
are listed as strictly ducatiooal 


"All we do is give them a 


sandwich and a ride (often by 
private plane) to the facility" 
said Blair Smith, vice president 
of environmental affairs for the 
American Can Company in 
Greenwich, Conn. "There is no 
alcohol. It's not a wining and 
dining situation. We have tried 
to make an educational effort." 


Proponents of the bottle bills 


say they have no such funds for 
educational efforts nor can they 
manipulate the market to make 
their point. 


In Vermont, the opponents 


charged that returnable bottles 


would be more opensive, and 
they raised prices when bottles 
were required to be returned. In 
other placet where both retur- 
nable and nonretumables are 
sold, beverages in bottles that 
can be re-used are cheaper. 


"It's funny that the prices of 


all the companies went up un- 
iformly," said Vermont's at- 
torney general, Kimberly B. 
Cheney, who is still looking into 
that situation. 


"They're doing everything 


they can to defeat it (The bottle 
bill) "Cheney said, "But there's 
no question that it's the first step 
in trying to do something about 
the throwaway society." 


In New York State, Attorney 


'General Louis J. Lefkowitx has, 
since 1972, proposed statewide 
legislation to ban nonreturn- 
able!. It has failed every year. 


"Usually environmental 


cleanup has to be balanced off 
because it costs something to do 
the cleanup," says Philip 
Weinberg, Lefkowitz's assistant 
for environmental affairs, "but 
here is something that would 
save money .(on the cost of 
beverage and the cost of 
handling solid waste) and still 
the legislation doesn't get any 
place." 


Attempt Killed 


Connecticut's House of 


Representatives last May killed 
an attempt to ban the 


throwaway containers. 


William L. Churchill, chair- 


man of the subcommittee on 
nonretumables, said he went at 
state expense to study the 
Oregon experience. 


"I found the situation there 


somewhat 
questionable," 


Churchill said. "There was an 
awful lot of false information on 
both sides." 


Churchill and other Connec- 


ticut legislators also went to 
Atlanta, to the Coca-Cola 
headquarters. The trip was paid 
for by Coca-Cola. 


"It wasn't a social occasion at 


all," Churchill said. "We spent 
the whole day at the plant."

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Raising Children 
When Your Child Tries To Take Over The Home 


Editors Note-One of • *«rl«*, excerpted from tt* 


book, Mliing CMMrtn In A Difficult Tim*, by Or. 
Benjamin Spock.

A father wrote to me, "Whenever my 


wife and I try to have an adult conversa- 
tion at dinner, our 3^-year-old interrupts 
with: 'Talk to me.' My wife says we 
should include him, but I feel if he's old 
enough to eat with us, he's old enough to 
learn that he can't have all the attention 
all the time. What do you think?" 


I think that a child shouldn't be allowed 


to interrupt his parents' conversation at 
any meal (or between meals), whether 
he's 3 or 13, nor be impolite in any other 
way. 


Some people may say that there is no 


particular significance in what this father 
reports, that all children are a little bit 
jealous of their parents' attentiveness to 
each other and that children shouldn't be 
expected to know what politeness is at 
this age. A few might even say there is no 
proof here that this child really is jealous 
or spoiled or demanding; maybe he just 
wants a little legitimate attention, like 
everyone else. 


I believe that children as young as 15 


months can show clear-cut jealousy of a 
younger baby, and by 2 years may be 
bothered by a mother's attention to her 
husband, or even to a friend on the 
telephone. And I believe that if a child as 
young as IVz is allowed to assume that his 
wishes come first, he can develop into 
quite a tyrant in a short time.

any justice in his own belief that a child 
shouldn't be allowed to interfere with his 
parents' conversation, and the fact that 
the mother feels that the child should 
always be included, if he wishes, in all 
family talk, shows how far we have gone 
in America in emphasizing the rights of 
children and limiting the rights of adults. 
1 doubt that such a question could have 
been asked seriously in any other country 
in the world — or even in America in 
earlier centuries. 


Children between 1 and 6 are par- 


ticularly sensitive about being left out 
when they're with both parents. At 1 and 
2 they're becoming very aware of their 
separateness and their rights as in- 
dividuals. These are aspects of their 
growing independence. At the very same 
time they're becoming increasingly aware 
of their dependance on their parents, par- 
ticularly in the sense of missing them 
when they're away, wanting to keep track 
of them and get close to them at times 
when they are home, feeling possessively 
jealous when a parent pays attention to a 
new baby, to the other parent, even to an 
acquaintance on the telephone. 


Sometimes children who are anxious 


about separation from their parents, in 
the sense of not wanting them to go out in 
the evening, for example, and not wan- 
ting to be left with a sitter, especially an 
unfamiliar one, will use their anxiety to 
increasingly control their parents. 


If a child sees that whimpering or 


crying as the parents prepare to leave will 
make them hesitate, explain for the 10th 
time that it's just for the evening and 
delay their departure for another quarter 
of an hour, the child may put up more 
and more fuss on each succeeding occa- 
sion. In a couple of months you can 
perhaps see that the anxiety has now 
become minimal and that controlling the 
parents is the main issue. 


Another variation is the 2-year-old who 


begins to show anxiety when the parents 
say good-night and leave the room, 
perhaps repeatedly asking to go to the 
bathroom again and to have another 
drink of water. If the parents respond 
with a sympathetic concern, the child 
may keep them busy for an hour — and 
for a longer period each night. 


In these examples, I'm not implying 


that there was not genuine anxiety to 
start with, but that the anxiety was 


exploited for the satisfaction of con- 
trolling the parents and eventually 
became the dominant motive. And I don't 
mean that the parents should become 
harsh when they eventually come to this 
realization. They only need to say good- 
bye or good-night in a cheerful but firm 
manner as if they know for sure that 
there is nothing to be scared of, and leave 
without looking back. Their assurance 
helps the child to overcome his anxiety. 


Beginning about 3 years of age, 


children's feelings for their parents, 
which were predominantly dependent 
before, in the sense that they needed 
them and leaned on them, now become 
more outgoing and generous. By the age 
of 3Vz or 4, a boy's romantic attachment 
to his mother has become strong and 
possessive enough so that he begins to 
sense a rivalry with his father. 


Parents who have heard that children 


at this age are likely to become roman- 
tically possessive and jealous will often 
spot evidences of it in their children's 
casual talk. A little girl will tell her 
mother, without being conscious of the 
full implications of what she's saying, 
"Mommy, why don't you go away for a 


long, long time? I'll take good care of 
Daddy." 


Some parents, having studied child 


development and learned that a child this 
age is likely to suffer from jealousy of a 
parent and from guilt and fear about this, 
assume that it will be kinder to him or 
her if the parents hide a lot of then- affec- 
tion for each other (so as to stir up 
jealousy), or even to let the boy have op- 
portunities to imagine that he is as impor- 
tant to his mother as his father is (for in- 
stance, let him sleep in his father's bed 
when his father is away), or that a girl is 
as important to her father as her mother 
is (let her take a trip with him, to make 
up for the fact that the mother took an 
earlier trip with him). Psychiatric 
experience with cases such as these 
shows that a child who is encouraged to 
imagine that he is a successful rival of the 
parent of the same sex has more rather 
than less trouble with jealousy. 


When children sense that they are dis- 


pleasing their parents, though their 
parents seem unable to stop them, they 
feel guilty. And their guilt is likely to 
make them be more provocative in their 
behavior. It's as if a child is saying, "How 
far do I have to go, how angry must I

make ray parents, before they will take 
control of me?" 


To put it another way, children really 


don't like to be allowed to rule the roost. 
They have a deep awareness that they are 
basically helpless and that they have to 
depend on their parents' wisdom and 
strength. Instinctively they use 
provocative behavior as a means of get- 
ting parents to assert the control the con- 
trol that has been lacking. 


When parents become convinced that 


they have been too submissive to children 
— that they have let them lead them 
around by the nose — they are likely to 
have a strong revulsion of feeling. They 
develop a slightly resentful, revengeful 
attitude toward the children. 


It may temporarily frustrate children 


who have been used to bossing their 
parents to hear that they can't do it any 
longer. But once they have learned this, it 
is no hardship on them to have to be con- 
siderate, provided their parents are con- 
siderate of tliem in matters in which con- 
sideration is their due, if parents show 
children affection, enjoy them, provide 
them with friends and activities, are 
polite to them. 


Children want to be as much like their 


parents as possible and they want their 
parents to love them. These powerful 
forces (along with plenty of reminders, of 
course) will keep them in line if their 
parents set the example.

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Marriage 


Will It 
Last?

Marriage - will it Iwt? WelHowwn psy- 


chologists and sociologists across the country 
predict that the institution of marriage, 
which has endured throughout the centuries, 
will continue to do so. 


However, Dr. Ron Daly, University of 


Nebraska-Lincoln extension family life 
specialists and other leading family life 
specialists in the U.S., agree that "marriage 
must be moved into the 20th century. 


"For far too long we have operated on the 


myth of naturalism," Daly explained, "that 
we naturally know how to meet each others 
needs. 


"But people don't just inherently meet the 


needs of other people." 


Every married couple has heard the old 


adage, "The first year is the hardest. If you 
make it through the first year you'll be 
okay." Parents and relatives add, "just learn, 
a little kindness," and marriage counselors 
and clergymen contend, "marriage is not a 
50-50 proposition. Each partner must be 
prepared to give 100%. 


But, it is easier said than done. 
Maybe during the first year of marriage 


the couple learns that they're just not com- 
patible; but perhaps they are simply 
adjusting to living with another person and 
with each person's minor idiosyncrasies. 


How do you deal with the results of a kind 


act, when it doesn't turn out exactly as you 
bad anticipated, leaving you frustrated and 
disappointed? 


When are you giving your 100% and when 


are you simply losing your own in- 
dividuality? 


"That is just it," Dr. Daly commented. 


"That is the myth of naturalism. 


"When someone tells you to give 100%, it 


is assumed that you 'naturally' know what 
that 100% is. 


According to Daly, marital problems, 


which often may occur from lack of com- 
munication, are perpetuated by marriage 
counseling processes "which place too much 
emphasis on working with people so far in 
trouble that you just try to put the pieces 
back together." 


Daly indicated that the greatest point of 


pay-off could be attained by providing 
"preventative counseling... even as early as 
the engagement stage ... to help couples 
learn skills in living with each other. 


"Along with this, over the fast several 


years, a real heavy emphasis has been placed 
on the parent-child relationship and we have 
neglected the marriage dyad. 


"If you don't have a good marriage 


relationship," he stressed, "the parentehild 
relationship wilTbe no good. So, let's help 
the primary dyad.' 


Daly also emphasized the importance of 


maintaining one's identity. 


"Take for example, the housewife who 


devotes her life to her children," he said. 
"That is a hard thing not to do but we aU 
have our personhocds. We have to maintain 
our identity, because a married couple may 
spend from 30 to 40 years together after the 
children are gone." 


Likewise, Daly pointed out that it is the 


duty of each spouse to help the other main- 
tain his or her individuality, to listen, to un- 
derstand, to support. 


One possible solution to this situation 


suggested by Daly are vacations away from 
the family — not separate vacations, but a 
chance for the couple to get away from the 
local routine and the children. 


in an effort to help couples communicate, 


Dr. Daly offered this "technJque for chrtty." 


"Using a scale of one to 10, ask each other 


how much one or the other wants to do 
something," he said. "This will help break 
through the emotional dishonesty." 


This could prevent those situations such as 


one partner consenting to go to a movie 
because he or she felt that the other wished 
to do so, when actually both wanted to stay 
home and watch television. 


And, in some cases, each member of the 


couple should pursue his or her own in- 
terests, whether or not it includes the spouse 
whose interests are dissimilar. 


"But that just depends on the couple," 


Daly continued. "We're slaves to the 
statistical average. 


"People have to realize that what is right 


for one couple isn't necessarily right for 
another. 


"Every couple has to decide," he 


emphasized. 


One misconception people have of 


marriage counseling is that "things will 
change over night," Daly said. "But they 
don't." 


Changes come inch by inch and they grow 


as the years pass, he added.

The Winning Touch

. '.'The laying on of hands" — 
it's a phrase which conjurs up 
chanting healers, hysterical 
patients, prayerful fanatics . . . 
and charlatanism. Many people 
throw "healers" into the same 
bag as fortune tellers, witch doc- 
tors, and sideshow "bearded 
ladies." 


But when "the laying on of 


hands" is discussed by Dr. 
Dolores Krieger, it makes some 
sort of hard-nosed sense. Her 
belief in the technique has so im- 
pressed the country's largest 
training school for nurses that 
she is developing a possible 
spring course for its graduate 
students. 


Fifty-year-old Dr. Krieger, 


who has a doctorate in nursing, 
is an associate professor of 
education at that institution, 
New York University. And she's 
now touring schools of nursing 
around the country, conducting 
workshops in a practice she 
describes as "completely 
natural, beyond 'faith' — and 
having nothing to do with 
abracadabra." 


At a recent conference at the 


University of Virginia, she 
helped a woman with a 
respiratory 
infection stop 


coughing for the first time in 
three weeks. And after she 
applied the technique to a 
woman with neck trouble, the 
conferee claimed she was able to 
move her head easily for the first 
time since surgery. 


A colleague at NYU says, "Dr. 


Krieger passed her hands over a 
strained ligament. My pain sub- 
sided for about an hour." 


That limiting expression 


"about an hour" is important. 


Dr. Krieger says she does not 
deal in "cures," but in some 
brief relief from pain. And 
rather than running some kind of 
roadshow as a miracle worker, 
she says, "My interest, my 
research is in scientifically in- 
vestigating the phenomenon 
itself. I want to know what 
physical changes take place." 


When Dr. Krieger passes her 


hands over a patient, she says 
she talks casually, normally. 
"There are no candles, no in- 
cense, nothing dramatic." She 
adds that the skepticism of some 
subjects doesn't matter; a cynic 
can be treated. 


Describing her method, she 


says she feels a tingling in her 
hands, a sense of warmth deep 
in her own tissues, which the 
patient also often feels. 
"Sometimes my hands are 
drawn to the problems as if to a 
magnet." The session might 
work or not work, might require 
several visits, or just one. But 
she knows the people she treats 
are getting their money's worth 
— she doesn't charge anything 
because she says her interest is 
scientific. 


Dr. Krieger says she's dealing 


with an Eastern concept called 
"prana," meaning vitality or 
vigor. The healer's vitality or 
prana can be activated by will 
and transferred to another per- 
son lacking prana. She calls this 
transfer of energy a very natural 
human potential. It can be 
developed by any person with a 
very strong motivation to help 
others, and who also has a fairly 
healthy body — in itself an in- 
dication of an overflow of prana. 


To Dr. Krieger, this is 


anything but mumbo, jumbo. 


It's a phenomenon she has 
herself helped to examine in the 
laboratory. 


She became curious about the 


powers in certain person's hands 
when she watched them perform 
healing acts she couldn't explain 
medically. 


She reviewed the meager 


amount of work by Westerners 
in the field, assisted a healer 
visiting the United States, and 
digested the work of a 
biochemist-nun now with a 
cancer research center in Buf- 
falo, N.Y. That scientist, Dr. 
Justa Smith, worked with 
healers able to change the bon- 
ding properties of enzymes, 
making "sick" enzymes "well" 
again, by meditating over them 
or touching them. 


She says she learned that 


prana is linked to what we would 
call an oxygen molecule. 


"That led me to my own 


experiments with hemoglobin, 
found in red blood cells, which 
carries oxygen to the tissues. 


In 1971, Dr. Krieger started 


three years of testing people 
with a variety of illnesses, and 
found that their hemoglobin 
values rose after the laying on of 
hands, while the control groups 
remained almost unchanged. 


Again, she does not claim 


these patients were "cured," 
only that their hemoglobin 
counts went up. 


Along the way, she learned the 


healing technique herself from a 
friend and healer. She claims the 
art can be taught in an after- 
noon, but understanding just 
what is happening can take 
years. 


"I identify four kinds of 


healers," she says. "The deeply 
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emotional 'faith healer' such as 
Kathryn Kuhlman. The 'spiritual 
healer' or medium, such as the 
ones so popular in England. The 
'psychic healer' or 'hunchy 
healer' as I call them, who know 
they're doing SOMETHING, but 
aren't sure what. And the 
'paranormal healers' who seek 
actual knowledge about the sub- 
tle energies around us which can 
be used to help us relate to one 
another in different ways. I am 
this last type." 


Right now, she's pondering 


why prana should be transferred 
through the hands, and not some 
other part of the body'. "Why 
shouldn't we have a KISS of 
' health, instead of death, for 


example? I am beginning to 
think that the lessons of 
acupuncture can explain it. 
There is a confluence of three 
meridians, along which energy 
flows, in the hands . . . The 
literature of the East has a great 
deal to tempt us with ..."

Yogurt Lowers Cholesteral Count 


New York — The long- 


standing popular belief that 
yogurt is good for you may have 
a stronger base in scientific fact 
than has heretofore been 
realized, according to the ac- 
cidental findings of a recent 
nutritional study among 
primitive African tribesmen. 


The study indicate that some 


substance in yogurt may be 
capable of lowering the level of 


cholesterol in the blood by 
lowering the amount the body 
produces, and this in turn may 
help protect the development of 
atherosclerotic heart disease, 
which is epidemic in this coun- 
try. 


Although at the moment this is 


a tentative conclusion based on 
preliminary findings of an 
experiment originally designed 
for another purpose, the in- 
vestigators say that they have 


already reproduced 
the 


cholesterol-lowering effect in 
adult Americans who are con- 
suming large amounts of 
homemade yogurt as part of a 
continuing study at Vanderbilt 
University of Tennessee. 


The effect is occuring even 


though the yogurt diet is high in 
cholesterol 


Dr. George V. Mann who con- 


ducted the study, suspects that 
the yogurt bacteria produce a 
substance, probably a small fatty 
acid, that blocks cholesterol 
production in the liver. He is 
now testing various fractions of 
yogurt to isolate the precise sub- 
stance that has this effect

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U.S., Spain To Coordinate Military With NATO 
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MADRID, Spain (AP) - The 


United States and Spain resolved 
in a declaration of friendship 
Tuesday to strengthen their 
military ties and coordinate 
them with the Atlantic alliance. 


The declaration was initialed 


by Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger and Foreign Minister 
Pedro Cortina. 


The ceremony marked the 


completion of Kissinger's six-day 
tour of Western Europe to 
report on the Moscow summit 


meeting between President 
Nixon and Soviet leader Leonid 
I. Brezhnev. 


Kissinger then headed for 


home and a scheduled 
appearance as a witness in the 
trial of John Ehrlichman, 
Nixon's former domestic ad- 
viser, who is charged in the 
break-in of the office of Daniel 
Ellsberg's psychiatrist. 


Kissinger's visit coincided, 


with the hospitalization of Gen. 
Francisco Franco, Spain's strong 


man since 1W9. Franco, 81, was 
hospitalized for phlebitis in the 
right leg. He was said to be suf- 
fering acute pain but his condi- 
tion was not grave. 


The U.S.-Spanish declaration 


parallels the one signed last 
month in Brussels by the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
members. Spain is not in NATO. 


Included is a pledge to 


promote "social justice for all 
peoples, and universal respect 
for human rights." 


The United States has three 


military basei in Spain under a 
1970 defense pact in exchange 
for an estimated |900 million in 
grants, loans and military equip- 
ment. 


U.S. officials said Spanish of- 


ficials have not stated terms for 
a renewal. Negotiations are to 
begin shortly, with Robert 
McCloskey, an ambassador at 
large, representing the United 
States. 


The declaration supports 


detente and other "efforts for 
the consolidation of peace." At 


the same time, it says the defen- 
sive tier between the two coun- 
tries "must be maintained 
because their security cannot be 
disregarded." 


A threat to either country is to 


be taken as "a matter of concern 
to both and each country would 
take such action as it may con- 
sider appropriate." 


Included 
are several 


references to coordinating 
defense efforts within "the 
Atlantic framework."

Soyuz would dock on the second 
day soon after rendezvous and 
the Russians and Americans 
would visit back and forth, with 
15Vi hours of joint experiments 
on the following day.

which Apollo will fly in front of

Mental Health Act Rules 
Slated For Public Hearing 


By United Press International 


A public hearing will be held 


July 24 on rules and regulations 
designed to put Nebraska's Com- 
munity Mental Health Act of 
1974 into full operation. 


However, Dr. Jack Anderson, 


state institutions director, said in 
an interview Tuesday much of 
the pre-operational work has 
already been done. 


Using federal money, Ander- 


son said four community centers 
have been established and three 
of the four were set up so they 
could be picked up by the com- 
munity center system as soon as 
it goes into operation. 


Four Funded Centers 


The four centers funded are 


for North Platte, Hastings, Lin- 
coln and Omaha. The ones at 
North Platte, Hastings and Lin- 
coln, Anderson said, could be 
taken over by the regional com- 
munity mental health boards 
upon board request. 


Funding for the four centers, 


he added, has been ac- 
complished over the last four 
months. 


The act passed by the 


Legislature this year established 
six community mental health 


regions in the state, which are 
eligible for state financing. 


Payments To Be Made 


Anderson said the first 


quarterly payments from the 
state would be distributed 
among the regions shortly after 
the operating rules and 
regulations have been formally 
adopted. 


As to those rules and 


regulations, which include 
minimum standards for the com- 
munity facilities, Ander son 
"I've been impressed" with 
them and other preliminary 
work. 


However, he said there may be 


room for changes. 


Noting the law creating the 


system was passed this year and 
toward the end of the legislative 
session, the director said 
"anything developed as fast as 
this will probably be subject to 
change." 


Will Be Turned Over 


After the hearing has been 


held, the rules and regulations 
will be turned over to the 
Citizens Advisory Committee 
created by the law. 


Anderson said a tentative 


meeting date of July 26 has been 


set for that group. 


Once the advisory unit has 


gone over the rules and 
regulations 
and 
any 


recommended changes are 
made, the system then will 
become fully operational. 


In passing the law creating the 


system, the Legislature provided 
an initial appropriation of $1.5 
million. The first quarterly dis- 
tribution to the six regions will 
amount to $375,000. 


Ready By August? 


Anderson said if no snags of a 


serious nature are encountered, 
the system should be ready to go 
in August. 


Previously, Anderson, in 


cooperation with the County Of- 
ficials Association, conducted 
hearings across the state to 
explain the program to local 
government officials as well as 
to private citizens. 


Anderson said he was received 


"very good cooperation" from 
the counties so far. 


The hearing on rules and 


regulations will be held in the 
State Capitol Building on July 24 
beginning at 1:30 p.m. in the old 
Senate chamber.

Smith Running Out Of Special Coking Coal 


Grand Island (AP) — The clang of the 


blacksmith's hammer and anvil might 
be silenced this summer at Stuhr 
Museum here if a supply of special 
blacksmithing coal can't be found to fire 
up the forge. 


According to Joe Pehoski, resident 


smith at the museum, the supply of the 
special coal is very limited and other 
types of coal won't work. 


Blacksmith coal is "a soft coking 


bituminous coal that burns exceedingly 
clean and is low in sulphur and ash." 


Pehoski explained. 


Scaling Caused 


"Nothing else will do," he said. "Or- 


dinary coal has numerous impurities, 
releases too much smoke, too many 
fumes and created large 'clinkers' in the 
firepot. All these impurities cause 
scaling on the hot iron which makes 
forge welding impossible." 


Pehoski said the industry today has 


no need for the high-grade coal and 
there aren't enough smiths left to createv 
a demand to operate mines. 


He noted that he has found one 


source for the coal where it could be 
purchased by the carload for about $2,- 
400. Another source was located in 
Wisconsin, but he noted the coal was 
"very expensive, about five times what 
I used to pay." 


If he can locate enough of the coal, 


PehosM said he will demonstrate the art 
of smithing to groups of school children 
and museum visitors this summer. 


Wants To Know 


He said the museum would like to 


hear from anybody who knows of an 
available supply of the coal. 


"It's hard telling where some might 


turn up. Perhaps in a boarded up 
blacksmith shop or in a small town feed 
or lumber yard. 


"We'll buy a bag or a ton and will pay 


a reasonable price," he said. 


"Blacksmithing is a valuable link with 


the past... and we hope that Central 
Nebraskans will join us in our search. 
We'd like to keep blacksmithing alive 
and well at the museum." 


Chambers Lauds Urbom; Raps Personnel Board 


Omaha (AP) — State Sen. 


Emest Chambers said Tuesday - 
that he agreed with a federal 
judge's ruling overturning the 
first-degree murder conviction 
of an Omaha man, and that he 
disagreed with a decision by the 
Omaha Personnel Board, 
reinstating police officer 
Thomas Mainelli. 


Both decisions were rendered 


Monday. 


U. S. District Judge Warren K. 


Urbom ruled that the conviction 
of David Rice should be over- 
turned, and that Rice should 
be freed from prison or given a 
new trial. 


Rice and a companion, Ed- 


ward Poindexter, were con- 
victed of first degree murder in 
connection with the booby-trap 
death of Larry Minard, an 
Omaha police officer. 


Minard died, and seven other 


officers were injured Aug. 17, 
1970, when a suitcase containing 
dynamite exploded in a house 
they were searching. 


Urbom ruled that a warrant 


for the search of Rice's resi- 
dence was issued without prob- 
able cause, and that the evi- 
dence found during the search, 
dynamite particles, should not 
have been allowed as evidence. 


In voicing his agreement with 


Urbom's decision, Chambers 
said, "at the time the original 
case was tried there was a lot of 
racial prejudice on the part of 
the people involved, and David 


Rice and Poindexter were the 
victims of that prejudice." 


Chambers added that the evi- 


dence presented by the prose- 
cution in the case could not have 
gotten anybody convicted in any 
place but a '"'Kangaroo Court." 


"There was evidence of 


perjury on the parts of the 
witness who turned state's 
evidence, and a lot of other 
irregularities," 
Chambers 


added. 


Chambers said he did not 


know if the state would be suc- 
cessful in its attempts to get Ur- 
bom's ruling reversed by the 8th 
Circuit Court of Appeals in St. 
Louis. 


On the other side of the coin, 


Chamber disagreed vehemently 
with with the reinstatement of 
police officer Thomas Mainelli. 


The Personnel Board voted 3-2 


Monday to reinstate Mainelli, 
who had been suspended, then 
dismissed from the Omaha Po- 
lice Department for failing to 
report that he accidentiy shot 
and wounded a woman during 
the Elza Carr sniping incident on 
the city's near-northside in early 
June 


However, Mainelli was given a 


60-day suspension by the board, 
retroactive to June .11, and will 
not be able to rejoin the force 
until Aug. 9. 


In rendering the decision, 


board chairman Kenneth Syas, 
speaking for the majority said 
the disciplinary action did not fit 


the charges that Mainelli failed 
to completely and accurately file 
a report on the wounding of Miss 
Annie Worlds. 


Chambers said the board's 


decision would not have any ef- 
fect on his his appeal for a grand 
jury investigation into the Can- 
incident, and another shooting 
several days later. 


"We're doing things deliber- 


ately, and not leaving any stones 
unturned," Chambers said of his 
probe. 


Chambers noted that the 


charges against Mainelli were 
"flimsy" and that it was easy for 
the personnel board to overturn 
Police Chief Richard An- 
dersen's orders that Mainelli be 
dismissed. "What was done in 
Mainelli's case was anticipated. I 
believe the personnel board was 
still wrong in doing what they 
did," Chambers said. 


Chambers, a frequent critic of 


Andersen's police leadership 


role in the Carr incident, noted 
that an organization like a po- 
lice department requires strict- 
type discipline, and that when 
the chief's decision was over- 
ruled, that other patrolmen 
might think they are "untouch- 
able." 


Referring to Andersen's deci- 


sion in the Mainelli case, 
Chambers said, "The board 
stupidly and unwisely will over- 
turn the few good things that 
Chief Andersen will do."

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Merrick Co. Jail Repairs 
Begun After Disturbance 


Central City (AP) — Repairs to the Merrick 


County Jail were underway here Tuesday 
following a prisoner disturbance early Monday 
morning, according to Sheriff Dan 
Schneiderheinz. 


Schneiderheinz described the incident as a 


"rumble," and added that as a result of the dis- 
turbance, one prisoner had been sent to the 
Nebraska Penal Complex in Lincoln, another had 
been placed in solitary confinement at the jail and 
other prisoners were separated for security 
precautions. 


Prisoners barricaded themselves in the jail, 


using tables and chairs to block the doorway, then 
they tore out lighting fixtures, broke tables and 
chairs and tried to break the windows out of one 
side of the jail, according to Schneiderheinz. 


No Injuries Reported 


The sheriff did not report any injuries. 
Schneiderheinz identified the prionser sent to 


the penal complex as Kenneth Jensen of Central 
City. 


Schneiderheinz said Wayne Sowle, a 19-year 


old lowan, transferred to the Merrick County Jail 
after an incident at the Platte County Jail in 


Columbus, was placed in solitary confinement. 


Sowle was being held in Columbus for Iowa 


authorities, when he escaped last fall. About 
three weeks ago he was apprehended in 
Tennessee, and was returned to face escape 
charges. After being returned to Columbus, Sowle 
was involved in an incident where prisoners 
clogged up the drains in the jails and flooded the 
courthouse. 


Transfer Ordered 


After the flooding incident, a district court 


judge ordered Sowle transferred to Merrick 
County for holding. 


Another group of Platte County prisoners 


was also at the Merrick County Jail at the time of 
the incident. 


The Platte County Jail officially closed 


Tuesday for repairs, and may not be reopened, 
but Platte County Sheriff Don Franzen says no 
more Platte County prisoners will be transferred 
to Merrick County. 


While repairs are being made on the Central 


City facility, Schneiderheinz said more maximum 
security measures will be taken, such as replacing 
all wooden articles in the jail with steel.

institutions, elementary, secon- 
dary and vocational schools.

ment period of the proposed 
regulation. After all comments 
have been received, a final 
regulation will be published, 
with which all affected schools 
must comply.

WFL Wants NFL To End Strike 


Professional football starts its season Wednesday night, but 


the bulk of the nation's fans will have to wait until Thursday 
night to see what the new World Football League has to offer. 


That's when the New York Stars and the Jacksonville 


Sharks meet at 8 p.m. in the league's first televised game (local- 
ly Channel 7). 


Best advice critics should heed is not to judge what the 


league can become by what happens in the early games or by the 
crowds that show up. 


The talent available right now isn't as good as it will be once 


the National Football League settles its current labor problems. 
The WFL admittedly is banking on NFL player cuts to bolster 
squads. In fact, each WFL team has rights to sign players 
trimmed from two NFL teams. For example, the Detroit 
Wheels can sign players let go by Minnesota and Pittsburgh. 


Detroit coach Dan Boisture says some of the top ones who'll 


be released "could play with the NFL if they had room for 
them" and that some of those cut could probably move tight 
into lineups of WFL teams. He explained what the WFL teams 
really need them for now is depth. 
.' 


Until all these players become available and the many 


"jumpers" become eligible in 1975, the WFL will have to stand 
on its merit game .by game. As 0. J. Simpson of the Buffalo Bills 
said, "If the fans are used to caviar, the new league will have to 
give them caviar. It won't be able to fool them with hot dogs." 


End Individual Contracts 


Doug Allen, who was a star linebacker last season on Penn 


State's unbeaten, untied football team, graduated with a degree 
in labor relations in December. Since then he's been working 
for the AFL-CIO in Harrisburg, Pa., and understands a little 
about strikes. 


He makes an interesting observation about the current dis- 


pute between players and owners in the NFL. 


"The Players Association has never acted like a real union," 


he said. "It can't until it eliminates the individual contract. Un- 
til that happens it won't be like the steelworkers, who say 
they're going to shutdown the plant." 


It seems he has a good point since rookies are practicing all 


over the country and veteran players are defecting from union 
control in ever increasing numbers. Johnny Unitas, for example, 
Tuesday crossed the picket line to workout with San Diego. 


"As I see it, the Players Association is caught hi a bind," 


Allen says. "It's trying to act like a tough, unified, militant un- 
ion like the Steelworkers, the Auto Workers or the CIO in the 
1930s. They're trying to come up with an individual solution to a 
fantasy world problem. Most pro sports are more or less a diver- 
sion to most of the guys. They know that the average career is 
something like four or five years." 


Allen says another problem is communications. "It's tough 


to communicate when you have a bargaining unit which is 
spread out all over the country, and has only a few thousand 
people involved. And that number changes from year to year." 


Allen, incidentally, was a second-round draft choice of the 


Buffalo Bills.

signs and everyone else is looking for a way to 
escape the heat, the energetic World Football 
League breathes its first hot breath of life 
Wednesday night with a slate of five games. 


Skipping such trimmings as exhibition games, 


the 12-team WFL, which stretches as far West 
as Hawaii, gets right down to serious business 
with the first of what will be a 20-week regular 
season. The older N a t i o n a l Football 
League, meanwhile, is in the midst of a player 
strike. 


The opening slate of games has the Bir- 


mingham Americans hosting the Southern 
California Sun, the Memphis Southmen at home 
to the Detroit Wheels, the Florida Blazers 
hosting the Hawaiians, the Chicago Fire hosting 
the Houston Texans and the Philadelphia Bell at 
home to the Portland Storm. 


On Thursday night, the league will present its 


fust nationally televised game with the New 


York Stan traveling to Jacksonville, Fla., for a 
match with the Sharks. 


Despite the un-football like weather and the 


uncertainty of a new league that is still a year 
away from fielding top name stars, optimistic 
attendance turnouts are forecast for the 
openers. In Chicago, officials are predicting that 
the Fire will reach a break-even point of 35,000 
fans for their first game and owner Tom Origer 
said the figure might reach 40,000 if the weather 
is good.

Senate Gives Nod To Sports Agency 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 


Senate approved Tuesday legis- 
lation to create an independent 
federal agency to rale over 
amateur athletics and end the 
disputes that have marred 
America's participation in in- 
ternational competition.

sition, the Senate passed and 
sent to the House legislation 
which would establish a five- 
member Amatear Sports Board 
to govern Olympic and interna- 
tionaHevel amateor sports. Tbe

A long-standing fend between 


the Amatear Athletic Union 
(AAU) and the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) has periodically pre- 
vented the United States from 
fielding its top talent in inter- 
national events and barred 
athletes from competition be- 
cause of jnnsdidJonal disputes. 


During floor debate Sen. John 


V. Timney, DCafif., calkd toe 
bffl "a crocial step in toe crisis of 
American sports" and said it 
would ''begin to break the 
stranglehold flat the 


amateur sports bureaucracies 
have held over amateur 
athletes for 70 years in 
America." 


He added it was designed "to 


end, once and for all, the divisive 
sanctioning wars that have 
marred the history of amateur 
athletics in this country and have 
often worked to the detriment of 
individual amateur athletes." 


The proposed board would 


designate sports organizations 
which then would sanction 
amateur athletic competition— 


limited to three sports per 
organization—among teams of 
different nations or for trials for 
the Olympics and other inter- 
national events. 


Sen. Mariow Cook, R-Ky., lost 


an attempt to eliminate the 
board ard provide instead bin- 
ding arbitration by the American 
Arbitration Association for dis- 
pntes between amateur 
organizations and between an 
organization and an athlete 
barred from competition. 


AltboatfT Cook's amendment 


was defeated, 68-23, the Senate 
approved a proposal by Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 
designed to strengthen the 
recourse of an athlete tarred 
from an event.

Commission Delays 
Durousseau's Case

Omaha — The Nebraska State Racing Commission delayed 


until Monday a decision following a hearing held for more than 
four hours here Tuesday on the case of jockey L. J. Durousseau. 


Duroussean was one of eight witnesses called for testimony 


in the lengthy session at Ak-Sar-Ben which was a continuation of 
an earlier bearing before the Commission on May 21. 


Commission chairman Harry Famham of Omaha asked for 


a complete transcript of the Tuesday hearing and then set a 9 
a.m. Monday meeting at Ak-Sar-Ben for a resumption of the 
hearing on Durousseau. 


Durousseau, Ak-Sar-Ben's leading rider in 1968,1969 and 


1970, was allegedly found with an electrical device prior to the 
running of the eighth race here on May 9. He was scheduled to 
ride Woodrow Ewalt's Star Nasrullah, who eventually won the 
race with Fred Ecoffey in the saddle. 


Specifically, Dnrousseau was charged with violating rote 


No. 18.11 of the Nebraska Roles of Racing, OTO which state "No 
electrical or mechanical device or other expedient designed to 
increase or decrease the speed of a .hone (or that would tend to 
do so) other than the ordinary whip, shall be ponetied by 
anyoM or applied by anyone to a bone at any time on the 
grounds of the Association, daring a meeting whether in a race 
or otherwise." 


Although the majority of the Tuesday testimony, which was 


interrupted by numerous objections by both attorneys was 
merely a review of the circumstances of Durousseau's being 
searched, the most dramatic moment occurred when 
Durousseau was a witness. 


Earlier witnesses bad testified that the alleged electrical 


device was found near Durousseau. Famham then asked 
Durousseaa, who said he did not nave the device, that either he 
was telling the truth or they (earlier witnesses) were lying.

Ail-Star Outlook Dim 


By The Associated Pren ' 


The College All-Star football team was 


reported badly split Tuesday as officials 
in Chicago worked against a self-imposed 
Wednesday deadline to try and salvage 
the charity game' which annually opens 
the National Football League pre-season. 


But the outlook for the July 26 game 


between the College All-Stars and Super 
Bowl champion Miami Dolphins was not 
bright unless the All-Stars reversed then- 
stand and agreed to play without setting 
conditions related to the current NFL 
players' strike. 


Sources said Tuesday that the squad 


was badly split on that issue, and that at 
least 20 of the 47 All-Stars had voted to 
play the game. The team announced 
Monday that it had voted by a majority 
not to play the game unless the players' 
strike was settled. 


Meanwhile, in Washington, federal 


mediators talked to the NFL Manage- 
ment .Council and the striking NFL 
players' union in hopes of getting the two 
warring sides back to the negotiating 
table. 


And on a day when activity in the 9-day- 


old strike over so-called freedom issues 
heightened, there were these other 
developments: —Pro football Hall of 
Fame officials said in Canton, Ohio, that 
the second scheduled NFL exhibition, the 
July 27 game between St. Louis and Buf- 
falo, would not be played if the players' 


strike halts pre-season training for 
rookies. The strike has not done so thus 
far. 


—NFL Commissioner Pete Rozelle 


said in an interview that if the striking 
players are granted their demands of 
total freedom from binding contracts, a 
few rich teams will dominate the league, 
some poorer teams eventually will go out 
of business, fan interest will decline and 
revenues will drop. 


—San Diego Chargers' quarterback 


John Unitas said he would ignore picket 
lines and report to camp Friday. Unitas 
said quarterbacks John Hadl of the Los 
Angeles Rams and Len Dawson of the 
Kansas City Chiefs probably would do 
likewise. 


—Pickets from the players' union 


marched near the eight NFL camps 
which were open by Tuesday, and a few 
veterans, including Steve Thompson of 
the New York Jets and Steve Eaglin of 
Houston, practiced anyway. 


In Evanston, HI., where the All-Stars 


are headquartered, Coach John McKay 
excused the team from a scheduled prac- 
tice Tuesday and said the players would 
undergo physical exams before the first 
practice. 


That move by McKay may have been a 


delaying tactic to avoid splitting his 
squad, following itsjannouncement Mon- 
day that it had voted not to play the game 
if the strike was on.

To HEW Order

Lincoln Schools Supt. John 


Prasch Tuesday called a 
proposed federal regulation 
which would discontinue 
separate physical education 
classes for boys and girls "a 
bunch of nonsense." 


Prasch told Lincoln Board of 


Education members, as they 
reviewed 1974-75 junior high in- 
tramural and interscholastic 
sports schedules, "I think it's 
legitimate for boys and girls to 
have their physical education 
separately, at least in part." 


The proposed regulation, an- 


nounced in Washington last 
month by the U.S. Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare, is designed to end dis- 
crimination on the basis of sex in 
elementary and secondary 
schools, among others. 


The regulation "will destroy 


some good parts of physical 
education if all of it has to be co- 
educational," Prasch declared. 


Meanwhile, the schools' 


"basic problem," Prasch 
explained, is that "our 
facilities... can't handle the 
ambitions of our program, par- 
ticularly as we move into areas 
for girls." 


More than anything else, 


Prasch said, "Our move into 
girls' activities will hurt the City 
Recreation program," which is 
in a "crunch" owing to the large 
number of requests for par- 
ticipation. 


He said the district is 


"bringing back junior high 
(athletic) programs to junior 
highs" wherever possible this 
fall. 


An exception is boys' football, 


which "will continue at the 
school that boys will attend" 
because of insufficient dressing 
room space and inadequate-sized 
playing fields at junior highs, he 
said. The high schools also have 
the only swimming pools and 
tennis courts. 


Gymnastics and wrestling are 


examples of sports that wUl be 
returned to junior high schools. 


Ninth-grade boys' in- 


terscholastics will be the same in 
1974-75 as this year, Prasch said. 
Sports include football, cross 
country, tennis, basketball, 
wrestling, gymnastics, track and 
golf. 


Junior high girls' intramurals 


and city competition include 
soccer-baseball, field sports 
(softball, flag football, archery, 
speed-a-way, field hockey), co- 
recreational sports and golf, 
recreational sports, gymnastics, 
volleyball, basketball, and track 
and field. 


The junior high boys' in- 


tramurals and city competition 
schedules include flag football, 
co-recreational sports and golf, 
cross country, basketball, 
wrestling, volleyball, badmin- 
ton, table tennis, gymnastics, 
track and field, and softball. 


The schedules in all three 


areas begin,on Sept. 3 and end 
on May 29.

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G. Perry's Bid Ended 
But Debates Resume 


OAKLAND (AP) - "The only 


thing I could think of was to get 
off the mound. It was all over 
with." 


Those were the words of 


Cleveland's dejected Gaylord 
Perry after he lost his bid to tie 
the American League record of 
16 consecutive victories Monday 
night, dropping a heartbreaking 
4-3, 10-inning decision to the 
Oakland A's. 


Perry's 15-game winning, 


streak ended on a run-scoring 
single by the A's rawest rookie, 
19-year-old Claudell Washing- 
ton. It sent home pinch runner 
John "Blue Moon" Odom with 
the winning run. 


Perry is scheduled to make his 


next start Sunday. 


Adding to Perry's problems 


Monday night was an accusation 
by home plate umpire Nick 
Bremigan that he was throwing 
puffs of resin with his pitches, 


making the ball almost invisible 
as it left his hand. 


Perry has long been known as 


a spitball pitcher, and the ac- 
cusation of throwing an overly 
dry ball was ironic. 


Sheets of rain blanketed the 


Oakland Coliseum an hour be- 
fore the game, nearly forcing a 
postponement. But the rare 
sellout crowd was already 
packing the Coliseum and the 
A's made a strong effort to play 
the game. 


Perry, often clutching an al- 


ready damp baseball, rubbed his 
hands and the ball with the resin 
bag before each pitch when 
Bremigan challenged him for 
using too much resin. 


"Little people," said Cleve- 


land catcher Dave Duncan. 
"That's all they are, but they 
don't upset a professional like 
Gaylord," after the A's com- 
plained of the resin dust. 


"I would imagine Gaylord is a 


little upset, it would be the nor- 
mal course of events," Indians' 
General Manager Phol Seghi 
said Tuesday. "The type of game 
he pitched showed he was intent 
on trying to win." 


Seghi added, "I wouldn't think 


this will slow Gaylord down. 
He's one of the finest com- 
petitors in baseball and I think 
he'll want to come right back 
and do as well as he's ever 
done." 


The 35-year-old former Cy 


Young Award winner was only 
one victory away from tying the 
American League record shared 
by Lefty Grove, Walter Johnson, 
Schoolboy Rowe and Joe Wood. 


The National League record is 


19 consecutive victories, set by 
Tim Keefe of New York in 1888, 
and tied by New York's Rube 
Marquard in'1912.

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New Director Changing FBI Slowly

Washington (AP) - Watching 


Clarence Kelley run the FBI is like 
watching a river cut through the soil: 
the change is imperceptible from mo- 
ment to moment but remarkably ob- 
vious over the course of a year. 


Kelley has introduced a ferment the 


agency had not known in 48 years un- 
der its only previous director, the late 
J. Edgar Hoover. He has moved slow- 
ly and deliberately, on the one hand 
urging critics to be patient and on the 
other, cajoling his troops to leave the 
past. 


The hallmark of his leadership has 


been the move toward opening the 
agency to public scrutiny. Many doors 
still are closed, but some aren't. Many 
questions still are turned aside, but 
some are answered. Many FBI of- 
ficials still prefer secrecy, but some 
are being turned around. 


No single action channeled the FBI 


away from the course of secrecy, but 
the pattern of several Kelley decisions 
established the trend. 


After 21 years as an FBI agent and 


12 years as police chief of Kansas City, 
Mo., Kelley was sworn in as FBI 
director one year ago Tuesday. Soon 
afterward, he said, "We must convey 
to the American people the truth 
about what the FBI does, and by what 
authority the FBI does it. It is time to 
raise the shade so that the public 
many judge what motivates the men 
and women of the FBI, so that the 
public may appraise our work." 


Unlike Hoover, Kelley often has 


testified before congressional com- 
mittees examining FBI policies. He 
has carried out a heavy speaking 
schedule before audiences around the 
country. He has held several news con- 
ferences in other cities and one in 
Washington. He plans another 
Thursday, marking his first year in of- 
fice. 


Asked for an interview to discuss his 


first year, Kelley declined until after 
the news conference. Atty. Gen. 
William B. Saxbe recently said of 
Kelley, "He realizes that the FBI must 
be responsible to the people of this

country, that they are not an entity 
and operate- outside the government, 
that they must open themselves up to 
public scrutiny, tell the people what 
they're doing." 


Kelley, also has moved in some 


other ways to open the top ranks of 
the FBI to ideas from outside. 


He encouraged a Brandeis Universi- 


ty professor, John Elliff, to undertake 
a two-year analysis of the FBI's 
domestic intelligence operations, a 
subject of intense criticism during the 
past decade. 


Elliff is convinced Kelley is in- 


terested in the results "so he can try 
and figure out what has been and what 
ought to be the policies." 


Kelley, has taken steps to mend 


relations with other outside students 
of the FBI. Hoover discouraged such 
scrutiny and reacted angrily at 
criticism from academic quarters. 


"Mr. Kelley is always looking for a 


different perspective on things," said 
an FBI official. "We're going through 
a period of re-examination. 


Kelley also has tried to mend 


frazzled relations with state and local 
police who often angered and dis- 


mayed at Hoover's attempt to take the 
credit for work done by local police. 


"Hoover was always schnoozing you 


with the sugary language but when it 
got down to the nitty-gritty, you knew 
he might steal the credit for cracking a 
bank robbery when your detectives 
did all the work," said Patrick V. 
Murphy, president of the Police Foun- 
dation and former New York City 
police commissioner. 


He said Hoover often used the FBI 


Academy's training programs as a tool 
for revenge. 


"It was well-known in police circles, 


but not talked about, that if you 
crossed the bureau, you wouldn't have 
much chance of getting into the 
academy," Murphy said. "Kelley 
doesn't have a bone in his body like 
that, I'm convinced." 


Murphy said police chiefs consider 


it significant that Kelley addressed 
their annual convention last year and 
has invited increasing numbers of 
police officials to conferences at the 
academy. 


Kelley also has taken steps to join 


the FBI to its parent agency, the 
Justice Department. Hoover resisted 
direction from the department and 
virtually aE attorneys general. 


Saxbe and Deputy Atty. Gen. 


Laurence Silberman attest to Kelley's 
cooperation with the department's 
long-range review of FBI policies. 
Saxbe has said federal prosecutors 
detect a new spirit of cooperation 
among FBI agents in the field. 


In other areas, FBI observers say 


Kelley has demonstrated sensitivity to 
individual rights and a willingness to 
explore ways of safeguarding them. 


As an example, Kelley recently 


prohibited the distribution of an in- 
dividual's arrest record to banks and 
local government agencies if the arrest 
happened more than a year ago and if 
there was no followup information 
about disposition of the charge. 


Civil liberties groups criticize the 


distribution of arrest records for use 
in screening applicants for jobs and 
credit. They particularly object to dis- 
tributing an arrest record without also 


providing information about whether 
the individual was convicted or found 
innocent. 


However slight and subtle, Kelley's 


changes have confounded numerous 
FBI officials set in J. Edgar Hoover's 
ways. 


"Mr. Kelley has got problems 


himself, a lot of hardnosed people 
over there that worship at the shrine 
of Mr. Hoover and just can't realize 
that he's not there," Saxbe said in 
April. 


"He's felt a little frustrated in trying 


to convince people that he's not 
another Hoover, he has his own style, 
he wants to be more open. But some 
of his people continue to advise him as 
if he were another Hoover," Murphy 
said. 


Kelley has attempted to involve 


lower-echelon officials in some policy 
decisions in a project called "par- 
ticipatory management" at the 
Washington headquarters and in field 
offices. 


Unaccustomed to such involvement, 


the officials reportedly hesitated 
about expressing their views. But the 
practice is catching on, said Edward S. 
Miller, who retired last week as depu- 
ty associate director in charge of in- 
vestigative operations. 


"He takes enough time to com- 


municate his ideas to the rest of us. If 
anybody has anything to say against it, 
they feel comfortable with him and 
say it," Miller said. 


A byproduct of the openness, is that 


Kelley invites constructive criticism 
while Hoover put on a defensive front 
in the face of any critical appraisal. 


Though he has carefully avoided up- 


setting the Hooverian hierarchy, there 
are signs that Kelley is searching for 
like-minded FBI men to place in 
positions of authority. 


Miller retired at the age of 50 from 


one of the three top positions below 
the director. To replace him, Kelley 
chose James B. Adams who was 
brought in from the San Antonio office 
six months ago to run the office of 
Planning and Evaluation. 


White House Criticizes 
AT&T's Use Of Power 


Washington — The Nixon administration 


criticized the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. Tuesday for using its power to persuade the 
government to extend its monopoly in the com- 
munications field. 


Clay T. Whitehead, director of the White 


House Office of Telecommunications Policy, 
made the criticism in a statement that had been 
cleared by the Justice Department and the Office 
of Management and Budget. 


"It is unbecoming for a company the size and 


stature of AT&T to use its legal, political and 
economic power to extend its monopoly by 
government fiat to areas where monopoly is not 
called for," Whitehead told the Senate antitrust 
and monopoly subcommittee. 


"In my judgment," he added, "the govern- 


ment cannot let such an effort go unnoticed or un- 
checked." 


Allegations By 38 Firms 


Whitehead, who is responsible for coor- 


dinating federal policy on various national com- 
munications problems, said it would not be ap- 
propriate for him to comment on the merits of 
the allegations of possibly illegal business prac- 
tices made against AT&T by 38 companies in an 
earlier series of subcommittee hearings. 


Whitehead added, however, that "an- 


ticompetitive practices that restrict access should 
be dealt with vigorously." 


An AT&T spokesman, responding to an in- 


quiry, said "we are not sure what Mr. Whitehead 
means by his reference to legal, political and 
economic power. But we are certain that the time 
has come to alert the public to what the public is 
largely unaware — and that is that regulatory 
decisions have already been taken in its name 
that cannot help but in the long run hurt most 
people." 


Virtually even' paragraph of Whitehead's 18- 


page statement ran counter to the official 
positions of AT&T, which, with more than a 
million employes in its various operating com- 
panies, is the largest single private employer in 


the United States. 


Bad Effect Seen 


"There is little doubt that the recent 


aggressive campaign by AT&T and other com- 
panies to declare a moratorium on competition 
will have a deleterious effect on the development 
of new communications services by slowing the 
infusion of capital and raising legal fees required 
to challenge the established carriers in the courts 
and at the Federal Communications Com- 
mission," Whitehead said. 


AT&T has in recent years mounted a vigorous 


legal campaign to block several recent FCC 
decisions which have permitted "specialized com- 
mon carriers" to provide city-to-city private line 
services and the so-called "interconnect in- 
dustry" to manufacture and sell such equipment 
as switchboards and automatic dialing devices in 
competition with those manufactured by Western 
Electric. 


While Whitehead said that basic local 


telephone service should remain a regulated 
monopoly, he said the "monopoly concept should 
not be extended to other communications ser- 
vices." 


'Barrier To Competition' 


He said that the regulatory apparatus had 


worked well for the purpose of providing relative- 
ly cheap and efficient local telephone service, but 
that the same regulatory apparatus has now 
developed into "a barrier to competition and in- 
novation required for the future direction of com- 
munications." 


Whitehead also said any businessman should 


be free to offer all communication services except 
the conventional telephone system. 


"There are no technical or economic con- 


siderations which dictate that avconsumer be 
prohibited from acquiring terminal equipment 
from whatever source he chooses to use with his 
telephone line to suit his particular needs," the 
official said. 


AT&T has long contended that connecting 


non-Bell equipment to the telephone system 
would degrade its quality.
